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WHO HAS ALD. FOSTER’S STAR? 


Stolen from Him During a Session of 
the City Couneil. 

Never was man in a worse quandary than 
that in which Ald. Foster of the Twenty- 
seventh Ward finds himself. When he en- 
tered the Council chamber on Monday night 
he wore pinned to his vest a diamond-stud- 
ded gold star. When he left the place the 
star was missing. 

Whom does he suspect? 

That is*where the quandary part of it 
appears. To begin to think for an instant 
that the star was “ pinched ” by a fellow- 
Alderman is, of course, entirely out of the 
question. But in the face of this courtesy 
on the part of Ald. Foster the grim fact re- 
mains and must be faced. The star is gone. 
Somebody took it, and if not an Alderman, 
who? 

In order to put salve on the wounds of the 
Aldermen who attended the session at which 
the star was stolen Mr. Foster, as an aiter- 
thought, has suggested there is the burest 
sort of a chance the star was taken from him 
while he was riding in the elevator. He 
adds, *“‘ There were some tough characters 
aboard.”’ But he leaves this question open, 
too, and doesn’t say who the persons were. 

One of the surprising features of the in- 
cident is the comparatively insignificant 
value of the plunder. The idea that an 
Alderman should descend to a badge worth 
but a paltry $100 will come as a surprise, and 
almost as a shock, because there has been 
something almost heroic in, the size of the 
hauls which they have so frequently made. 

But then the badge had a diamonc in it, 
and there are many other Aldermanic 
badges which do not possess such an adorn- 
ment. It is just possible that continued 
nightly surveys of the sparkler was more 
than the average Aldermanic cupidity could 
withstand, and when at length the oppor- 
tunity came it went the way much plunder 
has gone before. 

It is of course possible that some outsider, 
a spectator, was the guilty man, but this 
is in direct contradiction to the fate which 
has befallen most outsiders in the Council

OFFICERS EJECTED FROM MEETING 


Row in Chicago University Oratorical 
Association. 

Roberts’ Rules of Order were at a discount 
at the meeting of the University of Chicago 
Oratorical Association last night, and only 
by the influence of some of the older heads 
was a fracas avoided which would have in- 
volved other cudgels than emphatic adject- 
ives and expgessive expletives. 

As it is, the Oratorical Association is 
threatened with disruption, and its Presi- 
dent has been called a “ blockhead” anda

President V. O. Johnson was superior to 
such petty taunts, however, and it was due 
only to the oil of his persuasive oratory the 
troubled sea was calmed. 

The trouble was occasioned by a difference 
of opinion between the Chairman and some 
of the members. The students had met in 
Cobb Hail for the purpose of selecting dele- 
gates to confer with the faculty as to the 
best method of settling the difficulties 
which have lately been interfering with the 
work of the society. 

Some one moved that only members of the 
association be allowed to vote, but President 
Johnson ruled that, according to precedent, 
every one present might vote. 

Then came the deluge. Vaughan, Ickis, 
and Burkhalter uncorked the vials of their 
wrath and poured it broadcast. Twenty 
men were on their feet at once, shouting and 
yelling, and saying some things not accord- 
ing to the best parliamentary usage. 

The opposition won, however, when the 
question was put to vote, and all those whe 
had not signed the constitution, including 
the Vice-President and Treasurer, were 
ejected from the room. 

Members of the other literary societies 
who had been invited to attend the meeting 
were loudin their protestations, and threaten 
all kinds of things by way of “ getting 
even.”’ 

No delegates were elected, as a result of 
the confusion, and the faculty will probably 
be called upon to straighten matters out. 


BEATS THE RECORD IN CIRCULATION, 


Lloyds News, London’s Workman’s 
Paper, Reaches Million and a Half. 
[SPECIAL CABLE BY JULIAN RALPH.] 

London, Feb. 18.—[Copyrighted, 1896,. bY 
the New York Journal.J—The Chronicle 
says this morning it is able to announce the 
Lloyds News on Sunday reached the rec- 
ord-breaking circulation of 1,400,406 copies. 
It declares this is the world’s record, be- 
cause though the Petit Journal of Paris has 
an enormous circulation, the Chronicle is 
unaware that it ever published figures to 
prove it was great as these. A year ago 
Lloyds had about 900,000 circulation, and 
has been slowly creeping up to and beyond 
the million mark. On Jan. 26 it circulated 
993,962 copies, on Feb. 2 it reached 994,288, 
and on Feb. 9 097,926. On Feb. 16 it reached 
the record, as given above. The Chronicle 
adds: 

‘“ England can now add a newspaper cir- 
culation to the many records it holds.” 

Lloyds is preéminently the British work- 
man’s paper. It is published on Saturday 


. and on Sunday, containing a digest of all the 


news of the week, with the additions Sunday 
of whatever startling or important tran- 
spires on Saturday. It is put to press on 
Friday night in a press-room appointed 
with Hoe presses of such a number that 
were every daily newspaper in: London to 
have its press-rooms crippled b, fire or flood 
or earthquake these presses could easily sup- 
ply all the subscribers in the United King- 
dom or the world with the usual copies of 
their favorite papers. Lleyds is not rad- 
ical or Socialistic or even Liberal. It is far 
more nearly Tory than the Chronicle, and 
has been owned by the same proprietors for 
fifty years. 

By the way, the only London newspapers 
that advertise their circulation are the 
Standard, now quotedas having over 250,000 
circulation, and the Telegraph, which claims 
about half a million. But the world-famous 
Times is believed to have buta circulation 


of 35,000 or 40,000.

DIRECTORS OF THE WAIFS’ MISSION 
FORCE HIM TO LEAVE. 


He Is Charged with Being a Liaranda 
Knave and in a Meeting Is Declared 
to Be Dishonest—Then His Resigna- 
tion Is Demanded and He at Once 
Complies with Demand—OQutcome 
of an Attempt to Investigate the 
Workings of the Mission. 

T. E. Daniels, for the last ten years Super- 
intendent and virtual head of the Chicago 
Waifs’ Mission, No. 198 East Washington 
street, was openl¥Y charged by Joseph Leiter 
in a board meeting of the institution with be- 
ing aknaveandaliar. He made no response 
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about the Chicago Congressman proposes 
the establishment of a reserve force of not 
less than 200,000, nor more than 1,000,000 
men, divided into companies of not less than 
sixty men, nor more than 120 each, with the 
necessary complement of officers. 

This force is to be known as the United 
States army reserve, and all commissioned 
officers are to be appointed by the President 
of the United States and confirmed by the 
Senate. They will hold office from the date 
of appointment until they reach the age of 
64 years, unless sooner relieved from duty 
by resignation or the sentence of a duly 
constituted court marttal. All male citizéis 
or those who have filed declaration of in- 
tention to become such, who can read or 
write the English language, are able bodied, 
in good health, and betweefh the ages of 18 
and 60 years, shall be eligible for enlistment 
as privates. 

The necessary equipments and supplies for 
the proper organization and military edu- 
cation of the reserve shall be furnished 
through the same channels as are now pro- 
vided for similar purposes in the United 
States army. At least thirty days in each 


year shall be spent in drill and the practice | 
| raked all the coin in sight, and then vanished 


of military tactics by these reserves, at such 
times and places as may be designated by 
the President. 

The enlistment of privates shall be for 
three years and they shall be governed by 
such rules and regulations: concerning re- 
lease and desertion as the President of the 
United States may prescribe. Compensation 
of privates and non-commissioned officers of 
the reserve in time of peace or when not 
called out for duty shall be one-fifth the 
pay of privates and non-commissioned offi- 
cers of like grade in the United States army. 

When the reserve or any part of it shall 
be ordered on duty compensation will be the 
Same as that paid in theregulararmy. Ofti- 
cers of the reserve of and below the rank of 
Colonel are to receive one-fourth the pay of 
officers of army, except when ordered on 
duty or detailed on special service, when 
they shall receive nine-tenths of the pay of 
Oflicers of like rank in the United States 
army. An initial “‘ R”’ following the initials 
“ U. S. A.,” whenever used according to the 
regulations of the army, shall be the sign of 
the reserve and the uniforms of the officers 
and enlisted men shall be in all respects 
similar to those prescribed for the United 
States army. 

“This bill was drawn up after consulta- 
tion with the Attorney-General,” remarked 
‘Squire Woodman, “and care has been ob- 
served not to violate any constitutional 
rights or privileges. There is a demand for 
such a reserve and in making provision for 
such a force this country will only be fol- 
lowing out the injunction: ‘ In time of peace 
prepare for war.’ ”’

- Pointing their pistols at the heads 
of the bank employés, the robbers ordered 
them to throw up their hands.

A shot 
from one of the robbers stopped him and he 
threw up his hands. The shot was fired at 
such close range that his face was burned 
by the powder. 

The robbers then went behind the counter 
and hustled their prisoners into the vault. 
They shut, but could not lock the doors, and 
then raked the coin from the money trays 
into a sack. 

No one saw them go in or out of the bank,

They 
stood quietly about the casket during the 
simple services, and by their tears and sor- 
rowing faces showed their grief at the death 
of one of the most popular of their number.

Then the 
casket was carried out by sixteen pall- 
bearers, who found their burden all they 
could carry. 

The casket was the biggest ever made in 
Chicago, being thirty-three inches wide, 
twenty-seven inches high, and five feet six 
inches long.

This was done without delay, and 
a verbal compliance with the demand ac-

The ax immediately fell in other directions, 
and before night the mission had practically 
been cleaned out. New employés have been 
and wiil be put In charge, and it is an- 
nounced the institution will hereafter be a 
charity in the proper sense of the term, and 
will be run in a business way. 


Notice Is Sent Out. 


Immediately after the dismissal of Mr. 
Daniels Mr. Leiter caused the following to 
be sent out to all the friends and patrons 
of the mission, the notice being worded as 
it was out of courtesy to Mr. Daniels: 

“Change in the Waifs’ Mission.—The 
Board of Directors of the Chicago Waifs’ 
Mission and Training School, Messrs. Judge 
Tuthill, Joseph Leiter, J. Harley Bradley, 
and J. Irving Pearce, met Iast Saturday 
afternoon. Is is desired that the public 
be informed that Mr. T. E. Daniels has sevy- 
ered his connection with the mission. All 
communications for the mission should be 
addressed not to any individual. but simply: 
Chicago Waifs’ Mission and Training School, 
No. 108 East Washington street.” 

The move was the culmination of a series 
of investigations into the finances of the 
mission and the unsuccessful attempts to 
make Mr. Daniels render satisfactory state- 
ments and conduct the mission on what were 
deemed legitimate lines. The investigations 
began Over a year ago. lL. Z. Leiter, to 
further what he thought a good work, then 
agreed to give $1,000 a month for an indef- 
inite period, and Joseph Leiter was installed 
as Treasurer to see that the money was de- 
voted to the purpose for which it was in- 
tended. 


To Examine the Accounts. 


Joseph Leiter directed an acgqgountant to 
make an examination of the accounts of the 
institution. The report was made that 
it would take at least six months 
to get anything like a correct statement. 
The attempt to get at the actual status of 
affairs in the past was then abandoned, and 
Mr. Daniels was ordered to give a tabular 
account of the liabilities of the mission. 
This was about the time Mr. Leiter went ty 
Europe, last July. The report made showed 
the liabilities to be in the neighborhood 
of $8,000, Certain contradictions showed at 
a glance, however, that the account was 
not straight, and on his return in September 
Mr. Leiter had an accountant make an in- 
vestigation, with the result that the liabil- 
ities were found to be about $16,000. 

In addition, Mr. Leiter outlined a system 
of bookkeeping for Mr. Daniels which the 
latter ignored, and made certain require- 
ments which Mr. Daniels paid no attention 
to. Mr. Daniels was kept simply because 
he had been the virtual head of the 
institution for years, and it was 
hoped that a reform could be effected so as 
to make the mission worthy of public recog- 
nition and support. Finally, however, 
patience, Mr. Leiter thought, ceased to be 
a virtue, and after the publication of the 
article in THE TRIBUNE exposing some of 
the methods of the institution the meeting 
of the Board of Directors was called and 
Mr. Daniels was dismissed. 


What Mr. Leiter Said. 


Mr. Leiter was seen last night and was 
outspoken in his denunciation of Mr. Dan- 
iels and his methods. He said: 

“I did all I could to bring order out of 
chaos, but could not do it. I worked at 
first under the supposition that all that was 
needed was to force Mr. Daniels to adopt 
business methods, but when I found my re- 
quirements willfully disregarded and got re- 
perts I knew to be false I came to the con- 
clusion it would be necessary to take some 
more stringent measures. 

‘Heretofore the mission has been run- 
ning to all sorts of experiments and ex- 
cesses, and I mean now it shall be in fact 
what it has posed as in the past—an 
economical charity. Mr. Daniels lost 
about $2,000 on the cycle show this winter, 
and I do not mean that the mission shall 
stand the loss. He has inaugurated several 
departments which will be dropped as soon 
as possible. Among these are the messenger

WHAT MAY CAUSE THE REVOLUTION, 


Explanation of the Trouble That Has 
Caused the Crisis in Paris. 
{SPECIAL CABLE BY JULIAN RALPH.] 
London, Feb. 18.—[Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the New York Journal.}]—The newspapers 
here mainly discount the fear of a reyolution 
in Paris by the statement that the expected 
never happens. Still, the special corre- 

spondents all supply interesting letters. 

To begin with, we must understand what 
led up to the present crisis. Certain per- 
sons connected with the Southern railway 
fell under suspicion of having been engaged 
in transactions of doubtful honesty. There 
was an inquiry, owing to the delicate sense 
of the Legislature for purity, and, finally, 
a prosecution. But some of the accused 
were acquitted. Then the rage of the polit- 
ical purists knew no bounds, and the ma- 
jority of the Chamber voted to again prose- 
cute the persons declared to be innocent. 


Ministry to Retry Suspects. 

The Cabinet, knowing that a second trial 
would be unconstitutional, resigned. Where- 
upon M. Bourgeois, less particular about the 
law, formed a ministry to retry the suspects. 

Bourgeois selected Ricard as Minister of 
Justice to carry out this contempt of the 
law. Ricard took the Southern railway case 
out of the hands of Rempler, the examining 
magistrate, and handed it over to M. Poiter- 
in. He did this because he thought Be 
was lukewarm. Ze 

For this Ricard was assailed in the Senate 
last week by M. Monis and condemned by 
an overwhelming vote. He said he had 
changed the Judges through an excess of 
zeal, and added that he had the tacit consent 
of Rempler. 

M. Monis said that Rempler had protested 
against the case being taken out of his 
hands, but Ricard denied this. 


Ricard Not “ Too Honest.” 

It has since turned out that Rempler wrote 
a formal protest, which the public prose- 
cutor failed to show Ricard. M. Combes, 
Minister of Public Instruction, had in the 
meantime dabbled in Southern railway af- 
fairs, and wrote a letter preparing for the 
nomination of himself or of one of his friends 
to a place in the Board of Directors... Combes 
may possibly have been honest, but Ricard is 
not considered too honest. 

The Senate under the circumstances cen- 
sured the Cabinet. 

Everybody asks what is M. Bourgeois go- 
ing to do? Surely he will resign. 

Not he; not one little bit. He considers it 
contrary to radical principles to pay serious 
heed toa body like the Senate. Therefore he 
and M. Ricard and Combes appeared before 
the Chamber of Deputies and asked to be 
whitewashed, 

The Chamber performed the desired opera- 
tion on the ground that the Chamber would 
always differ with the Senate. 


Second Vote of Censure. 

On Saturday M. Monis repeated the charges 
and produced evidence against Ricard, which 
the Senate thought so serious that it once 
again passed a vote of censure by 139 votes 
to 70. 

One Paris correspondent says: 

“The fate of the Cabinet depends upon 
which of two motives governs the chamber. 
Will it persist in differing with the Senate, or 
will it fear the charge of condoning with the 
irregularities of a Minister of Justice? There 
is nothing the public men of France are so 


afraid of today as being suspected of wink- 
ing at financial! improprieties of any kind.” 


Cabinet Seeks a Conflict, 

De Blowitz of the Times says: 

“The Cabinet clearly wishes to bring 
about a conflict. Why? From its stand- 
point there are many reasons. In the first 
place, it considers the Senate an assembly 
of resistance, not to say reaction. The Sen- 
ate will never vote either an income tax or 
separation of Church and State, or any of 
those measures which have been put for- 
ward as sops to the revolutionary party. 
The program of the present Cabinet, which, 
after all, is really based on socialistic prin- 
ciples, will be demolished by the Senate.” 

De Blowitz shows why the constitution 
cannot be revised; why the Senate cannot 
be dissolved, and why it will not dissolve 
the Chamber, and then adds: 

‘While neither revision nor dissolution 
is possible, the Senate cannot draw back 
without discredit. Consequently a change 
of ministry is the only way to allay the con- 
flict.”” 

Heintimates that the retirement of Ricard 
and Combe will satisfy the Senate and end

So far the rebels have 
declined a battle whenever possible, even 
when the Spaniards were inferior humer- 
ieally.

May Save Tobacco.

Tobacco has 
risen considerably in price during the last 
month. The new crop is not due for six 
weeks yet. Evenif it can be saved American 
buyers in Havana say this year’s crop will 
be very puor, as the farmers have been care- 
less in looking after it, not krowing whether 
the rebels would destroy it before the leaf 
was ripe for harvesting. 

1 am told on excellent authority the pres- 
ent state of affairs, even should this year’s 
crop be lost, will not interfere materially 
with the tobacco business in the United 
States, since the importers have enough on 
hand to last for two years. The price of 
tobacco has advanced $10 a bale so far. 

American Sugar-Growers. 

American owners of. sugar plantations 
have not yet decided what action they will 
take in regard to the demand made by the 
insurgents that they pay tribute if they 
care to Save their property. They assure 
me that even should they consent to pay 
tribute they would not know how soon aft- 
erwards other leaders of rebel bands would 
make similar demands.

MASONS OFFER AID TO THE CUBANS. 


Unanimous Action Taken by Over 350 
Lodges. 

New York, Feb. 18.—[(Special.]—The Presi- 
dent of the Cuban revolutionary party in this 
city is in receipt of a communication from 
the Grand Master of the Masonic Order in 
this State, stating that the lodges of New 
York City and Brooklyn, together with a 
number of Southern districts, have author- 
ized him to extend to the patriots of Cuba 
not only a vote of sympathy, but a proffer of 
substantial aid of any kind which might be 
most beneficial to their cause in the strife 
against Spanish rule. 

These votes were unanimous and came 
from over 350 lodges.

Edgar Allan Poe’s Cottage May Be 
Moved to Central Park. 

New York, Feb. 18.—[Special.]—Park Com- 
missioner McMillan and Senator Guy have 
prepared a bill which will be presented to 
the Legislature at Albany within the next 
two weeks authorizing the city to purchase 
Edgar Allan Poe’s cottage at Fordham, in 
which that brilliant but eccentric poet con- 
ceived and wrote the poem ‘“ The Raven.” 
The bill provides for an appropriation of 
$50,000, which is to cover all the expenses 
of the removal and setting up the cottage 
again in one of the New York parks. The 
cottage is now in Westchester County on 
the Kingsbridge road. By the widening of 
the thoroughfare the structure will have to 
be either torn down or removed, and it is 
contended that the memory of the poet, too 
little appreciated now, should be strength- 
ened in New York by placing in one of the 
city parks the house at Fordham, to which 
he went to find “* purer air and quietness.” 


Spiritualists Will Meet. 


In the concert hall at Madison Square Gar- 
den on Wednesday and Thursday of next 
week Spiritualists from various places in the 
United States will assembie in mass-conven- 
tion. The prime mover in getting up the 
convention is Mrs. Cora L. V. Richmond of 
Chicago, Vice-President of the National 
Spiritualist Association.

TO RAISE IMMENSE DEFENSE FUND. 


Glass Workers to Get $2,000,000 with 
Which to Fight.Capital. 

Pittsburg, Pa., Feb. 18.—A defensive alli- 
ance was formed here today by the flint, 
the bottle, and the window-glass workers’ 
unions, which is expected to have a decided 
influence on their future existence. The 
executive officers of the three unfons per- 
fected plans looking to united action in deal- 
ing with the manufacturers.. These plans 
provide for the accumulation of an immense 
defense fund to be raised by a per capita tax, 
which will be considerably larger than is 
usual in labor organizations, said fund to be 
used in a contest with the manufacturers 
should there be occasion. Each union is to 
retain its present autonomy, but the mutuai 
defense fund may be drawn upon by either 
when in need: It is not announced what the 
fund Mmit will be, but it is understood from 
a reliable source that it will not be less than 
$2,000,000. The per capita,\it is said, will be 
$1 per month, and as there are in the United 
States and Canada about 75,000 workers af- 
fected by these unions, it will be a compara- 
tively short time before the limit is reached. 

Springfield, Ill., Feb. 18—IiSpecial.j|—The 
annual meeting of the Illinois division of the 
United Mine-Workers of America began 
here today with about forty delegates, repre- 
senting all the coal-mining districts in the 
State, except the Danville district. The 
chief topic of discussion today was the strike 
in the mines of the Consolidated Coal com- 
pany, and a resolution was adopted direct- 
ing the incoming State officers to visit the 
localities where these strikes are in progress 
and assure the striking miners the State or- 
ganization will stand by them, and will fur- 
nish them all the support possible in their 
contests. The convention may continue in 
session for two days more. 

Brazil, Ind., Feb. 18.—[{Special.]—The Block 
Coal company closed down one of its mines 
today, and the Zeller Coal company closed 
its American Beauty mine, throwing 300 
men out of employment. The operators 
claim the demand for coal is meager, neces- 
sitating the closing down of some of the 
mines.

SCORES PERISH IN A MINE. 


EXPLOSION AT NEWCASTLE, COLO., 
KILLS FIFTY OR SIXTY MEN. 


Fans Which Supplied the Air Are De- 
molished and it Is Certain Almost 
That Every One in the Drifts Was 
Suffocated—A Hole 100 Feet Square 
Blown Out at the Shaft Mouth— 
Heartrending Scenes After the Ac- 
cident. 

Glenwood Springs, Colo., Feb. 18.—A gas 
explosion occurred in the Vulcan mine at 
Newcastle just before noon today, when 
there were between fifty and'sixty men in the 
mine at work. At the shaft mouth a hole 
100 feet square was blown out. 

Ed Welch, who was at the mouth of the 
tunnel when the explosion took place, was 
blown to atoms. Timbers two feet square 
were blown into the Grand River, 400 feet 
away. 

It is almost certain all the men in the mine 
perished. 

Smoke rushed from the shaft in dense 
black clouds, preventing entrance to the 
mine. The fans were the only means of sup- 
plying air to the workmen, and as these are 
demolished the last hope of any one being 
found alive is cut off. 

Supt. Paul Blount of the Consolidated 
closed down his mine and sent his men to 
the rescue, but they could do nothing on ac- 
count of the escaping smoke and gas. They 
procured wet sponges and decided to make 
an effort to reach the interior. 

The scene at the mine was one of the wild- 
est confusion. Wives and children of the 
victims rushed wildly to and fro, tearing 
their hair and rending the air in the deep 
anguish which such a calamity brings.

Five men went down as far as possible to 
ascertain the condition of the stope, and 
found it such that it will require much labor 
to recover the bodies. The gas was so bad 
that after the party had gotten 200 feet it 
was compelled torecede. The party consist- 
ed of Supt. Herrick of the Vulcan and John 
Evans, William Peese, Sam Hills, and Rob- 
ert Templeman from the Consolidated mine. 

The construction of a temporary fan-house 
was commenced at once, and the work of 
pumping fresh air into the mine _ will 
soon begin. It is hardly possible any of 
the miners are still alive, but the starting of 
the fans will be made as soon as possible 
in the hope that if any have survived they 
may be kept alive till help reaches. them. 

Tom Connelly and James Petrie met with 
narrow escapes. Their eyes becoming sore 
they quit work in the mines and hau just 
‘emerged from the tunnel when the explosion 
occurred. 

Work of Rescue. 

There are two shafts in addition to the one 
in which the explosion took place. In the 
upper of these two the rescuers are in 300 
feet, and it is through this that air can be 
forced into some of the rooms, but none of 
those in the mine have come out and it is 


feared this is conclusive evidence that all 


are dead. 

in this main tunnel men are at work build- 
ing a division with boards and canvas, 
through which air can be forced in on the 
ene side and the foul gas driven out from 
the other. But this is slow work, and there 
is no possibility of getting far enough in the 
mine to recover any body before tomorrow 
morning. 

The cause of the explosion is not yet 
known. The coal fields in which the Vulcan 
mine is located have been troubled with 
subterranean gases for many years. 
In many places over a distance of 
eighty to one hundred miles smoke 
has issued from crevices in the rocks since 
the country was first known to white men, 
and in“ater years more than one valuable 
coal mine has been destroyed by fire break- 
ing into the workings. A little over a year 
ago the mines of the Vulcan company had 
to be flooded on this account, and the old 
workings have never been reopened, and the 
drift where today’s accident occurred was 
a new one. It is thought the disaster may 
have been caused by the breaking into an 
immense pocket of gas generated by these 
everlasting fires. 

Feb. 8 State Coal Mine Inspector Griffith in- 
spected the mine and pronounced it in splen- 
did condition, and the work is said to have 
been done at all times in the most careful 


manner. 
BISHOP ROWE IS NOW IN THE CASE. 


He Causes Further Delay in Consecra- 
tion of G. Mott Williams. 

Milwaukee, Wis., Feb. 18.—The fight over 
the consecration of G. Mott Williams as 
Bishop of the Marquette Episcopal Diocese 
has developed a second sensation, and one 
that has brought the Rt.-Rev. P. T. Rowe, 
Bishop of Alaska, into much unpleasant no- 
toriety. The Bishops have been flooded with 
letters from the opposition, and the confir- 
mation of Mr. Williams’ election has been 
delayed when it appeared that he was most 
certain of success, the vote standing at the 
present time, it is stated, thirty-seven in his 
favor.. Ail that is needed is one more vote, 
but that one does not seem to be forthcom- 
ing. 

The hanging of the ballot is said to be due 
directly to an action of Bishop Rowe. Mr. 
Kowe, previous to his elevation to the epis- 
copacy of Alaska, was pastor of the church 
at Sault Ste. Marie. Just before the meet- 
ing of the Marquette Diocese which elected 
Mr. Williams Bishop Rowe returned from 
New York, where he was consecrated. After 
the fact of the sending out of the protest 
became known he wrote Mr. Williams a 
friendly letter, to which Mr. Williams re- 
plied without reserve. 

Bishop Rowe, instead of treating the letter 
confidentially, promptly turned it over to 
the Soo delegates, with the result that it has 
been printed and sent to every Bishop in the 
country. 

Before the receipt of the letter by the 
Bishops, it is said, little credence was placed 
in the charges contained in the original 
protest, especially in view of the fact of the 
strong and prompt denial of the standing 
committee of the diocese, and as the orig- 
inators of the protest seemed unable to fur- 
nish sufficient proof to make the charges 
hold good. 


PAVING BRICK MADE OF PAPER PULP 


Ww. P. Emery Explains His Invention 
at Topeka, Kas. 

Topeka, Kas., Feb. 18.—[Special.]—A prac- 
tical test of a new paving brick made of 
paper pulp is now being made here by its 
inventor, W. P. Emery. A brick 4 inches 
square and 8 inches deep weighs just three 
pounds, while the same sized brick made of 
clay will weigh about ten pounds. The color 
is the same as that of vitrified brick in use 
in this city. 

Mr. Emery takes the ordinary wood, or 
straw pulp, from which paper is made, and 
reduces it to the consistency of mush by 
mixing it with water. Then he adds sulphate 
of zinc, which acts as a preservative. The 
material is then worked over with a hoe 
and thoroughly mixed. It is then moved 
to another vat, where several other chemi- 
cals are added. These chemicals are the

Frank R. Stiles, a dentist, who, three years 
ago, had a dental office at Ninety-second 
street and Commercial avenue.

Manufacturers’ Announcement. 


The situation of the manufacturers is set 
forth’ in the following announcement, made 
yesterday afternoon: 

‘*For the last year or so practically all of 
the employés engaged in 
ready-made clothing in Chicago were mem- 
bers of the United Garment Cutters’ Union, 
each shop having a President and Secre- 
tary, whose duty it seemed to be to keep tab 
of what was going on, the amount of work 
done by each hand, wages paid, and whether 
any non-union men were employed, practi- 
cally forming a small auxiliary union in 
each shop. For the last six months or more 
each week some new regulation was pro- 
mulgated. 

‘* Previous to these unions all men were al- 
lowed to work according to their capacity 
and paid in proportion to work done. This 
has been reversed, and, according to the 
present rules of the union, a scale of work 
is laid down for each shop, Hmiting the 
maximum amount every man may do, anda 
minimum rate of wages. In some shops the 
largest amount allowed to be cut with shears 
was fourteen suits a day and the minimum 
rate of wages permitted to be paid $20 a 
week. The minimum rate of wages, accord- 
ing to the dictates of the union, for boys 
cutting trimmings is $16 a week, regardless 
of their ability, in the face of the fact there 
are hundreds who would gladly work in this 
department and be well paid at $7 to $lza 
week if they were permitted to do so. 

What the Employers Assert. 

‘The facts are competent cutters can turn 
out from eighteen to twenty-two suits a 
day, while poor workmen can turn out only 
from eleven to sixteen suits. The manu- 


facturers declare a minimum rate of wages | 


is an absolute injustice and discrimination 
against good and competent men, and the 
best cutters are entitled to a rate of $22, 
while a poor and slow cutter may be high 
at $15 or $16, and their contention is the men 
should be pald according to the work doie 
and according to what they are worth tothe 
employer. 

* ‘The arbitrary rule as laid down by the 
unions would prevent manufacturers from 
employing any but the very best cutters 
and would force all of those cutters of me- 
dium and poor ability out of employment. 
There not being enough first-class cutters 
in the city to supply all the manufacturers 
it was foundimpracticableto abide by the de- 
cision of the union without serious loss to 
business. 

‘The attempt to arbitrarily enforce the 
minimum rate of wages seemed so wrong the 
manufacturers decided it high time to call 
a halt, and on Saturday last announced to 
their workmen the present plan of operation 
would not be permitted any longer and here- 
after each factory would be conducted on 
business principles free from outside dicta- 
tion and on the merit plan. All those who 
desired work might come back, would be em- 
ployed and paid according to work per- 
formed. There is no combine, no intention 
of curtailment of production, no intention 
of fixing wages, but simply to be able to 
conduct business in the cutting-room on 
business principles and free from outside 
interference. Demanding nothing but what 
is absolutely right, just, and fair, based on 
economic, ethical, and moral grounds, the 
manufacturers feel they are right in the po- 
sition they have taken and are confident all 
of our fair minded employés will stand by 
the manufacturers.”’ 


Object to Piece Work. 


The members of the union are opposed to 
the merit system, which they assert means 
piecework and makes slaves of the men. 
Another objection is the control of appren- 
tices by the manufacturers. The employés 
think it would have the effect of overcrowd- 
ing the trade. At present the union allows 
one apprentice to each twenty-five journey- 
men or majority fraction thereof. It is also 
said the employers want to go back to the 
nine-hour day, but this is denied by the 
manufacturers. The union men say their 
scale of wages is $20 to $22 a week, for eight 
hours, while for the same wages the Roches- 
ter and New York men work nine hours. 
This makes no difference, say the union men, 
as the Chicago cutters handle eighteen suits 
in eight hours, while the Eastern men only 
cut sixteen suits in nine hours. The manu- 
facturers meet this by saying the men are 
mostly held to fourteen suits a day and are 
fined if they cut more than that number. 


Cause of a Strike Vesterday. 


The employers say their machines are 
capable of doing twice as much work as is 
new done and the union is preventing it, 
while the Eastern competitor gets the ben- 
efit. The refusal of an employé to cut the 
garments “ten at a time’”’ first started the 
disturbance at Pfaelzer, Sutton & Co.’s, and 
led to the strike yesterday afternoon. 

In case of a general strike the manufactur- 
ers are as contident as the union men. They 
assert the union is in the nature of a trust 
or monopoly and will be tolerated no longer. 
The union men say their fight will have the 
support of the 40,000 garment workers of 
America and they will surely win. They de- 
clare their employers have kept 20 per cent 
of the men out of employment for three 
months in order to weaken the union for this 
fight. 

mn day vesterday the headquarters No. 198 
Madison street were thronged with the men 
now out of employment. They were cheer- 
ful and confident of victory. 

The extent of the strike will depend upon 
the action of the union men tonight. The 
manufacturers ciaim to be able to fill the 
places at once of any strikers, but will wait 
a few days to give their old men a chance to 
return. 

Story of the Cutters. 

The Clothing Cutters’ and Trimmers’ 
Association last night gave out the follow- 
ing: 

" In view of the fact that the Manufactur- 
ers’ Association has made misleading state- 
ments to the public, we consider it our duty 
to give our side of the case. The Clothing 
Cutters’ and Trimmers’ Association was 
organized to protect the members of our 
craft in dull times against impositions by 
employers in reducing wages below the liv- 
ing point, and also against arbitrary work- 
ing rules. The association established a 
minimum rate of wages of $20a week. This 
was for competent workmen, those physic- 
ally incapacitated being allowed to work for 
whatever they could earn. The manufact- 
urers say new rules are made by this organi- 
gation each week, whereas the fact is our by- 
laws have not been changed since August, 
1894. 
ae We contend feurteen suits is a good day’s 
work for a skilled cutter, and is equal to the 
work done in nine hours by cutters all over 
the United States wages being the same. 
The ‘boys’ referred to by the manufact- 
urers as cutting trimmings are in reality 
married men with families. None but 
skilled trimmers receive the minimum rate 
of wages of $16 a week.

of Missouri, right below Cairo. The chances 
are, if there was any such eruption, we 
should have felt an earthquake shock such 
as there was on Oct. 31. 

“The second possible way in which this 
might have occurred is that during this 
storm there might have been some phenom- 
enon, akin to that which causes the water- 
spout on the ocean, licking up a mass of 
dust from some point not very far distant to 
be carried in this direction and scattered 
over us. But we are too far west for the ob- 
servation of any such phenomenon. 

**"Phere remains, then, nothing for it but 
to suppose we have actually had an aerolitic 
passage accompanied by or causing a fall 
of meteoric dust. It is barely possible, how- 
ever, we had actually collided with the head 
of a comet, not necessarily a big one.”’ 


By Pref. Garriott. 

“Did you catch any of the snow,” Prof. 
Garriott was asked. 

“Yes. I spread out my handkerhcief and 
soon it was covered. Then I dried it and 
it —_ dotted with little blotches of soot and 
sand. 

‘*In a case of this kind we cannot do much 
more than theorize. There are several ways 
in which such a storm could occur. The 
commonly accepted idea, I believe, is that 
during a snow-storm a brisk wind will arise 
and blow great masses of dirt, soot, and 
smoke across the city. The result is a com- 
bination of snow and dirt, and it all falls to- 
gether. We all know there is very little 
smoke and soot out in Austin, Oak Park, and 
othern western suburbs, and yet reports 
from these places show a marked fall of 
muddy snow. Of course this can be account- 
edfor. The wind shifted a great many times 
and the clouds of smoke might have been 
blown in almost any direction.” 

“Have you made an analysis of the 
water?’’ 

* No,-not yet. But Ishall. I donot expect 
to find anything, however, except dirt.” 

At La Grange and vicinity the storm was 
very noticeable. H. L. Fulton, the manager 
of the telephone office, analyzed some of the 
snow. He found nothing but “carbon and 
earth products. 

Another analysis was made by Lieut. Bon- 
field of the Stanton Avenue Police Station. 
According to his examination the snow con- 
tained the following foreign substances: 

Chicago soot. 

Missouri soil. 

Sand. 

Dust from beds in the Stanton Avenue

Heavy Snow in Other Places. 

A heavy fall of snow with a “ blizzard ”’ 
wind is reported at many points in Illinois 
and in parts of Iowa, Michigan, and Wiscon- 
sin. At Boscobel, Wis., and Mason City, Ia., 
the storm was chiefly of dirt and sand 
mingled with snow. 


How It Was Talked Of.

TALK OF SKY SCRAPER. 


NORTHEAST CORNER OF STATE AND 
MADISON THE SITE. 


Syndicate Said to Be Negotiating for a 
Lease of the Property for a Term 
of Ninety-nine Years — Marshall 
Field the Owner—Rental of $50,000 
Asked—Transfer of Wabash Ave- 
nue Frontage in the Settlement of 
the Wallace Estate. 


Negotiations are pending, it is said on 
good authority, for the lease of the northeast 
corner of State and Madison streets for a 
period of ninety-nine years to a syndicate 
which intends to erect thereon a modern of- 
fice builiing of the sky-scraper order. The 
property is owned by Marshall Field, and is 
occupied at present by the clothing store of 
James Wilde Jr. & Co. 

The lease, it is understood, is being negoti- 
ated by Henry Dibblee, and the amount in- 
volved is $1,000,000, which is a rating of 
$20,000 a front foot for the property.

Deeds covering the transfer of an impor- 
tant piece of down-town property and two 
other parcels, the whole involving $205,000, 
were placed on record yesterday afternoon, 
The property sold was owned by Mrs. Celia 
Wallace. It includes Nos. 182 and 184 Wa- 
bash avenue, an undivided half interest in 
the property No. 1604 Wabash avenue, and 
twenty-nine lots in the Wallace subdivision, 
bounded by Wentworth, Atlantic, Princeton, 
and Shields avenues, between Forty-third 
and Forty-fourth streets. Mrs. F. Wallace 
Cassard of Baltimore was the buyer. 

The consideration named for the whole 
was $205,000, but in the negotiations the par- 
cels were divided and valued separately. 
The Wabash avenue down-town property, 
which measures 33x170 feet, was valued at 
$156,000 after allowing $15,000 as represent- 
ing the value of the building. This was, 
therefore, at the rate of $4,750 a foot. The 
undivided half interest in No. 1604 Wabash 
avenue was placed at $14,000, including an 
estimate of $4,000 for the improvement, and 
the lots were put in at $20,000, or $700 each. 
The prices thus figured are regarded by 
Chandler & Co., who negotiated the deal, as 
fairly representative of values in the re- 
spective localities. 

Part of the Wallace Estate. 

Mrs. Wallace secured the property in the 
partition of the late John S. Wallace’s es- 
tate. When the estaté was partitioned be- 
tween the heirs a valuation of $5,500 a front 
foot was put on the Wabash avenue down- 
town property. The heirs objected, but the 
Commissioner’s finding was confirmed by 
Judge Brentano, and thereupon an appeal 
was taken to the Supreme Court. The case 
was dismissed by yesterday's sale. 

The property Nos. 182 and 18% Wabash 
avenue adjoins Revell’s store. Mrs. Cas- 
sard owns the south half of the lot and the 
building thereon. A loan of $200,000 at 41, 
per cent was negotiated by E. A. Cummings 
& Co. on the property for Mrs. Cassard 
coincident with the sale. Mrs. Wallace some 
time ago deeded a third interest in the prop- 
erty to the Central Church, and the name 
of the latter’s trustee, Newell Dwight Hillis, 
is joined with hers in the final deed filed. 


JOHN D. LAWLER DIES AT SIOUX CITY 


President of a South Dakota Bank Suc- 
cumbs to Apoplexy. ‘Se 
Sioux City, Ia., Feb. 18.—/Special.}—John 
D. Lawler, President of the First National 
Bank of Mitchell, S. D., Territorial Governor 
of Dakota under Cleveland's administration, 
and one of the most prominent men in the 
Northwest, was found dead this evening in 
a room at the Garretson Hotel. Death is be- 
lieved to have been caused by apoplexy. A 
special train bearing Mrs. Lawler immediate- 
ly left Mitchell over the Milwaukee road. 
Lawler was a son of Gen. John Lawler of 
Wisconsin. He married a daughter of Gen, 
S. D. Sturgis, commander of the Soldiers’ 
Home at Washington. His brother, Daniel 
Lawler, was the recent Democratic cardidate 
for Governor of Minnesota. 


Cristoforoe Negri. 

Florence, Feb. 18.—Cristoforo Negri, the 
economist and Minister of State, is dead. 

Cristoforo Negri was born at Milan in 1809, 
He studied law at Pavia and Vienna, and 
was from 1841 to 1848 Professor of Constitu- 
tional Law at Padua. Driven into exile by 
reason of his participation in the movement 
of 1848, he went to Turin, where he was at 
first rector of the university of that city, 
and was afterwards chief of the consulates 
of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs. He 
founded the Italian Geographical Society at 
Florence. After staying a year in Hamburg 
he devoted himself exclusively to organizing 
Italian expeditions for the interior of Africa 
and for the Arctic regions. He was the 
author of a number of works both on polit- 
ical topics and geography. 


Peter A. Sundelias. 

Peter A. Sundelius, Deputy Clerk of the 
County Court, died yesterday at his home, 
No. 18 Hill street. Mr. Sundelius was one 
of the best known Swedish-American resi- 
dents of Chicago, and was for many years 
identified with newspaper work. He was 
for three terms a Member of the Legisla- 
ture, and was one of the famous “ 104’ who 
elected John A. Logan to the United States 
Senate the last time. The cause of death 
was a wound received in the war of the re- 
bellion. He was shot at the battle of Peters- 
burg and the bullet remained in his bedy. 
Mr. Sundelius was 56 years old and leaves 
a widow and two children. 


Gordon N. Roundy. ( 

Gordon N. Roundy, one of the oldest set- 
tlers in the vicinity of Chicago, died of apo- 
plexy on Monday at his home in Turner, IIL, 
where he had lived since 1837. Mr. Roundy 
was born at Syracuse, N. Y., Dec. 14, 1811. 
He made three attempts to enlist in the 
army in 1861, but was rejected on account of 
his age. He left two sons and three daugh- 
ters. The sons are Charles W. and Frank 
G. Roundy, both conductors on the Chicago 
and Northwestern railroad. The daughters 
are all school teachers at Turner. The 
funeral will be held tomorrow.

Calls the Senate’s Attention to the Ad- 

verse Influence of West Point. 
‘ Washington, D. C., Feb. 18.—[Special.}— 
During the debate in the Senate on the prop- 
esition to increase the number of cadets at 
West Point so as to include two-at-large 
from each State in the Union ex-Gov. Knute 
Nelson of Minnesota took a crack at the 
West Point influence in the army, and cited 
the Hedberg case at Fort Sheridan as a 
most striking example of the persistent way 
in which the Offieers educated at the ex- 
pense ofthe government rubbed it into those 
who were appointed frum civil life, or who 
had risen from the ranks. 

Without mentioning names he told how 
Mrs. Hedberg had called on him in St. Paul, 
and how he had sent his own private secre- 
tary to assist her before the court-martial. 
He explained that she was denied even the 
scantiest and poorest courtesy ever a wom- 
an asked for of being present while a man 
was being tried for the murder of her hus- 
band. She was kept on the outside, said 
Senator Nelson, where she could not hear 
uy of the’evidence, on the flimsy ground 
that.she was a witness in the case, and 
hence could not be allowed to hear the tes- 
timony, althOugh it concerned her more 
than any other human being. 


War Department Interferes.

‘Trans-Mississippi and International 

' . . Exhibft Prophesied for 189s. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 18.—[Special.]— 
Omaha is anxious to imitate Chicago in the 
matter of an exposition, and Nebraska 
Congressmen are agitating the holding of 
a@ trans-Mississippi and international expo- 
sition in 1898. It is set forth that it is de- 
sirable to encourage such an exhibition of 
the resources of the United States and of the 
progress and civilization of the Western 

. Hemisphere, and for a display of the arts, 
industries, manufactures, and products of 
the soil, mine, and sea. Such an exposition 
should, be national as well as international 
in character, in which the people of this 
country, Mexico, the Central and South 
American Governments, and other States 
of the world could participate. 

_ It should therefore have the sanction of 
the Congress of the United States, for it 
would be desirable, as well as beneficial, to 
bring together in the western part of the 
United Statés the people of the United States 
and other States of this continent. 

it has been suggested that the exposition 
begin in June, 1898, and close in November 
of the same year. Provision is made that 
the United States shall not be liable for any 
of the expense attending or incident to such 
-@xpositicn, but all articles imported from 
foreign countries for the sole purpose of ex- 
hibition shall be admitted free of duties 
under guch regulation as the Secretary of 
the Treasury shall prescribe. 

A Government Building, however, is sug-

PROF. STINE MAKES AN ECONOMICAL 
FORM OF CROOKES TUBES. 


Gets Marked Cathode Rays by Pasting 
a Film of Tinfoil Outside the Glass 
Globe of an Incandescent Light— 
Electrified Metallic Particles Ver- 
sus Gaseous Molecules — Experi- 
ment to Be Tried to Locate Bullet 
in the Brain. 

Prof. Stine of the Armour Institute be- 
lieves he has discovered a practical way of 
cheapening the Crookes tubes. 

The professor spent the greater part of 
yesterday in experimenting with the ordi- 
nary incandescent lamp. He found, so he 
said, just as marked cathode rays can be 
obtained with a simple plate of tinfoll pasted 
outside the glass bulb of an incandescent 
burner as Edison has secured with 
cathode plate of platinum placed on the in- 
side. 

“This is,’”’ he said, ‘‘ proof positive the 
cathode ray is not a stream of electrified 
metallic particles, but rather of gaseous 
molecules under extremely low pressure.” 

The chief value of this discovery, Prof. 
Stine said, will be the placing of tubes upon

The plate takes ordinarily fifteen 
to twenty times the exposure to sunlight 
necessary for a fast plate. 

The accompanying cut shows a remark- 
ably clear photograph or rather skiatraph 
of the articles in the box, a noticeable feat- 
ure being an opaqueness of the ivory equal 
to or surpassing that of the brass with 
which both rules are bound. It is claimed 
this is the first experiment in the action of 
the X rays upon ivory. 

‘The whole problem e¢onsists of whether 
molecules are separated by the direct elec- 
trical influence or are shattered by the X 
rays,”’ Prof. Stine said. ‘* The results of the 
investigation now being carried on at the 
institute laboratory seem to bear out the 
former theory.’’ 

Bullet in the Brain, 


An attempt will be made by Dr. James 
Burry and Charles E. Scribner of the West- 
ern Electric company to locate a bullet by 
means of the Roentgen ray in the brain ofa 
living person. This experiment will be with- 
out parallel in the history of this unknown 
ray. It is proposed by trephining to make 
two openings or windows in the skull, and 
through these apertures to send the X ray. 

During the reading of the paper on the 
Roentgen ray by Dr. James Burry at the 
meeting of the Chicago Medical Society on 
Monday evening Dr. Burry suggested such 
an operation. He said this might be in- 
cluded in the future possibilities of the ray. 
At the conclusion of the address Dr. King of 
Fort Wayne, Ind., told Dr. Burry he had 
such a patient, a woman whose sight has 
been lost by paralysis of the optic nerve 
owing to a bullet being tmbedded in her 
brain. Yesterday Dr. King announced his 
patient had expressed her willingness to 
undergo such an operation, and it will be 
attempted as soon as the apparatus can be 
arranged.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 18.—[Special.]—** A

RAILWAY MEN NEED PRIVATE 
COACHES TO TRAVEL IN. 


General Manager Hays of the Grand 
Trunk Line Inaugurates a Pian to 
Compel the “Brass Collars” to 
Travel as Ordinary Persons in Or- 
dinary Trains—Roads Centering in 
Chicage Will Not Do Away with the 
Private Cars They Own. 

General Manager Hays, who recently went 
to the Grand Trunk system, has marked the

Mr. Hays’ economy scheme will not find 
any imitators among Chicago roads. There 
will be no rush to get into the procession 
led by the new head of the Grand Trunk. 
In fact, the officials of the Chicago, roads 
think there is a good deal of, buncombe in 
the movement, and that when the whole 
thing blows over the officials of the Grand 
Trunk, with Mr. Hays at their head, will 
be found riding in private cars, waited upon 
by their private servants, and flying over 
the road behind special engines. 

In few of the railroad offices are these 
cars known as “ private.”” They are called 
‘business cars,”’ and as a general thing 
they are used wholly in business trips of the 
chief officials of the lines. There are per- 
haps 100 of these cars on the roads running 
into Chicago. As arule they are of ordinary 
construction, costing from $8,000 to $20,000 
each. At one end is a large room, used as 
a sitting-room, office, and observation place. 
Sleeping compartments for half a dozen 
persons are located in the middle section, 
and at the other end are the kitchen, dining- 
room, and quarters for the servants. 


Why Cars Are Needed, 


The chief reason officials have for believing 
they will not be deprived of these comfort- 
able ways of doing business is the neces- 
sity of private cars and special trains for 
high officials. If a General Manager of a line 
5,000 or 6,000 miles long started out on a 
trip over his road it might take him a month 
before he got around if he had to depend on 
regular passenger trains from one point to 
another. If his business at a point took him 
half an hour he might have to wait twelve 
hours around some little town or station 
before he could go on tothe next. Podunk 
might want new stock-yards, costing $1,000. 
In ten minutes the railroad official could 
tell whether Podunk needed new stock-yards 
or could get along with the old. He could 
not hold the passenger train while he was 
studying out the problem. After his busi- 
ness was done the General Manager would 
have to go up to the village hotel, and per- 
haps sleep in a hotel bed, to be awakened 
at 3 a. m., rushed down to the night train, 
arriving at the next point before daylight, 
with breakfast at the village hotel by candle 
and a bad temper. 

Railroad men do a large amount of busi- 
ness in their private cars when out on the 
road. They carry their secretary and a 
typewriter, and every day the mail at their 
home office is forwarded them, and all cor- 
respondence kept up. Otherwise business 
would get far behind, and much ‘if it be 
neglected. For instance, Vice-President 
Harahan of the Illinois Centra! is out in his 


private car three-fourths of the time. Every- | 


thing, except personal conferences, goes on 
just the same as if he was in his Chicago 
oftice. The same is true of all officials who 
spend much time on their lines.

On the Other Roads 


On no two roads do the same officials be- 
come the possessors of private cars. The 
Santa Fé has seven cars devoted to official 
business. One of these is allotted to the 
President, another to the General Manager. 
The General Superintendent has anuther, 
and one is assigned to the Chicago division, 
which is 458 miles long Alli are old affairs 
without pretense to style. The Burlington 
also has seven for its general officers. On 
the Northwestern, with its 5,000 miles of 
road, the allotment of cars is as follows: 
President, General Manager, General Super- 
intendent, Superintendent of Ashland di- 
vision, and Superintendent of Iowa division. 
These five cars are all modest in appearance. 
Three of them are generally in constant use 
out on the road. 

The private cars of the Rock Island are 
extremely comfortable. Officers having 
them are: President, General Manager, 
Assistant General Manager, Superintendent 
of Construction, and the General Superin- 
tendent of lines west of the Missouri. The 
Lake Shore gets along with four cars of 
ordinary looks and construction. « They are 
assigned to the President, General Super- 
intendent, Assistant Superintendent, and 
Chief Engineer. 

With its 6,200 miles of roadbed the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and St. Paul requires pri- 
vate cars for its President, Vice-President, 
and General Manager, Traffic Managér, Gen- 
eral Superintendent, Assistant Generai Su- 
perintendent at Milwaukee, and Assistant 
General Superintendent at Minneapolis. 

The Alton is extremely modest with its 
private-car service. It gets along with one, 
which is called the Directors’ car. Other 
officials take regular passenger trains and 
get along the best they cag if they are un- 
able to borrow the Directors’ car fora trip. 

The Illinois Central has a scheme of its 
own with private cars. A magnificent car 
constructed some six months ago at Pull- 
man is assigned to the President, and an- 
other car with handsome fittings, which 
also was constructed at Pullman, is most of 
the time the home of the Second Vice-Presi- 
dent. Then six other private cars areina 
pool for the use of general officers when 
needed. Five are kent in Chicago and one 
in New Orleans for service as called for.

How Ash Wednesday Will Be Ob- 
served Today in the Churches.

The Chicago season has been unusually 
brilliant and today, Ash Wednesday, when 
the great fast of Lent begins, society will 
figuratively put on sackcloth and ashes 

and enter upon a period of reflection. 

The first day of Lent will be ‘observed 
in every Catholic and Episcopal Church 
of Christendom. The Roman Catholic 
Churches of Chicago will observe the ancient 
ceremonies of Ash Wednesday. The high 
Episcopal Churches in the city will also 
commemorate after the ancient manner. 
In the other Episcopal churches the first 
day of the great fast will be observed by 
communion and other religious exercises. 

To enable business-men to profit by Lenten 
devotions a service will be held every week- 
day during Lent at Room 210 Masonic 
Temple, beginning at 12:10 o’clock and end- 
ing at 12:50. The Episcopal clergymen of 
the city in turn will conduct these services, 
the Rev. Joseph Rushton making an address 
today. The services on Thursday, Friday, 
and Saturday will be conducted by the Rev. 
Dr. Stone, rector of St. James’ Church, 
while the Rev. T. N. Morrison of the Church 
of the Epiphany will officiate next week, 
to be followed by the Rey. 8. C. Edsall of 
St. Peter’s, the Rev. T. A. Snively of St. 
Chrysostom, the Kev. W. B. Hamilton, 
the Rev. John Rouse, the Rev. E. M. Stires, 
and others. There will also be a special 
service on Good Friday, at which the Rev. 
Joseph Rushton will officiate. 

In the Catholic churches of the arch- 
diocese of Chicago the following regulations 
as to fasting will be observed: 

Flesh meat may be used at all the meals 
on Sunday and once each day at the principal 
meal on the following days: On all Mondays, 
Tuesdays, and Thursdays; on all Satur- 
days except Saturday of Ember week and 
Holy Saturday. 

Flesh and fish are not allowed at the same 
meal. Custom, tolerated by the church, 
permits, coffee, tea, or chocolate, with a 
small piece of bread, to be taken im the 
morning. Custom allows the use of eggs, 
butter, milk, etc., at the evening collation. 

The following persons are not obliged to 
fast—viz.: The sick and those in feeble 
health, women nursing children, all who are 
engaged in laborious and exheustive oc- 
cupations, the young who have not com- 
pleted their 21st year, and those who have 
reached the 60th year of their age. Those 
who are excused from fasting on account 
of age or hard labor may use flesh meat

‘SEEN IN SOUTHERN SEAS. 


HERR BORCHGREVINK TALKS OF HIS 
ANTARCTIC VOYAGE. 


Noted Travelerand Explorer Addresses 
Members of Twentieth Century Club 
~—Describes Some of the Islandsand 
Their Beauties and Pecullarities— 
Tells What He Hopes to Accomplish 
During Coming Expedition—Fails 
to Find Traces of Emerald Island. 

Herr Carsten Egeberg Borchgrevink, the 
famous Antarctic explorer, told the Twen- 
tieth Century club many interesting facts 
concerning his recent voyage to those parts, 
gave an outline of what he! hoped to accom- 
plish in his coming voyage there, and, in 
response to inquiries, stated briefly his rea- 
son for not believing Dr. Nansen had really 
reached the north pole, as recently reported. 

It was an exceedingly entertaining talk, 
and additional interest was imparted to it 
by reason of a large number of views which 
Herr Borchgrevink showed illustrative of 
various scenes and incidents of his last trip. 

It was the intention, originally, to hold 
last evening’s meeting at the home of Mr. 
and Mrs. Heaton Owsley, No. 408 Erie street, 
but owing to the death of Mr. Owsley’s 
brother while attending school in the East 
the place of meeting was changed to the 
residence of Mr. and Mrs. H. N. Greene 
in Calumet avenue. 

Judge L. C. Collins Jr., in introducing Herr 
Borchgrevink, said he was said to be the 
first white man who ever put foot inside the 
Antarctic Circle, and the Twentieth Century 
club ought to feel proud to have a man of 
such renown come here and recount to 
it his experiences. 

Herr Borchgrevink’s Address. 


Herr Borchgrevink opened his address 
by pointing out on a map the more impor- 
tant geographical features about’ the 
Antarctic Circle, where he said there un- 
doubtedly existed great accumulations of 
land. He then launched into a history cf 
his expedition, interspersing descriptions 
of great towering icebergs, ice-bound head- 
lands, and the animal life encountered 
there, with thrilling experiences while’ in 
the pursuit of them, 

It was on the 22d of September, 1894, the 
expedition started with the purpose of kill- 
ing sperm whales and at the same time of 
finding out as much as possible about the 
great unknown region penetrated only by 
Sir James Ross in 1841. They found few 
sperm whales, but they made many interest- 
ing and valuable discoveries. Insome placés 
they encountered large numbers of other 
varieties of whales, and he told of an in- 
cident illustrating the remarkable strength 
and tenacity of life of these creatures. 

One afternoon a small whale was har- 
pooned, and, carrying out the rope to its 
full length, carried the small boat contain- 
ing the men around at a rapid pace. They 
were nearly lost, but their ship, the Antarec- 
tic, discovered them and was so fortunate 
as to pick them up with the line still attached 
to the whale. The latter, however, was evi- 
dently far from dore, for in the face of a 
breeze it carried the ship of over 300 tons 
at a four-knot rate all through the night 
until well along in the next morning, when 
it was dispatched. 

They had a pleasant voyage, he said, as 
far as 58° south latitude, when they en- 
countered great quantities of huge icebergs, 
some of them 300 and 400 feet in height. 


Antarctic Icebergs. 


He then spoke of the difference in the ap- 
pearance of the arctic and antarctic iceberg. 
The top of the former, he said, is frequently 
fashioned in most fantastic designs and 
crowned with towers and minarets, as 
though carved by man. The antarctic ice- 
berg, on the contrary, is almost of a smooth 
uniform surface. In his opinion the differ- 
ence was due to the fact the arctic iceberg 
in traveling south passed through numerous 
currents of warm water, which gradually ate 
intoit until, becoming lighter than the top, it 
turned over in accordance with the laws of 
gravitation. The antarctic iceberg, on the 
contrary, traveled straight north, not sub- 
ject to such infiuences; hence the difference. 

Emerald Island, concerning which much 


has been said, he thourht did not exist, for ' 


no traces of it was he able to find. He told 
of the picturesque Ballany Islands, with 
their beautiful shores and peaks 12,000 feet 
above the sea level, and described in an in- 
teresting manner the great colonies of pen- 
guins, millions in number, which they en- 
countered. They dwelt in villages, with 
roads laid out with striking regularity, over 
which they always traveled when moving 
from place to place. 

He killed four rare ones standing over five 
feet in height. 

After describing Cape Adair, Procession 
Island, he referred to his landing upon the 
South Victoria continent, where he said he 
should spend next winter. 


First White Man on South Victoria. 


He was, he said, the first white man to 
touch foot upon its shores, and he told of 
the ceremony the party went through when 
they landed. He said the shores of this land 
were not ice-bound at all, which he attrib- 
uted to a warm ocean current, and he said 
he expected to make some startling discov- 
eries in that direction during his next trip. 

His highest ambition was, he said, to reach 
the south magnetic pole, which Sir James 
Ross failed to do in 1841 fora variety of rea- 
sons, but principally for lack of steam 
power. He said he expected to be able to 
make the journey from his main camp to 
the pole and return in three months. 

Being asked if he thought Nansen had 
really found the north pole he replied he 
would be only too glad if it were so but ke 
could not believe it. It would be, he said, 
directly contrary to the theories entertained 
by Nansen, and he said those who were 
nearest to the great.explorer shared the 
Same opinion. 

At the conclusion of his talk refreshments 
were served.

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TO SAVE ROTH’S ESTATE. 


EX-ALDERMAN’S ATTORNEYS WILL 
ASK FOR A CONSERVATOR, 


Say Their Client Is Insane and Rest- 
ing at a Private Sanitarium—De- 
clare His Property Is More than 
Ample to Cover Alleged Shortages 
with Victor Hugo and National 
Ruilding and Loan Associations— 
State Auditor Is Expected Soon. 


Wing, Chadbourne & Leach, the attorneys 
for ex-Ald. Salo W. Roth, will apply this 
morning to the Probate Court for the ap- 


pointment of a conservator for Roth’s 
estate. 

Roth is out of the city at a private sani- 
tarium, and, it is said, is extremely ill. His 
attorneys say he is insane, and on that 
ground try to account for the alleged short- 
age of $32,000 in the finances of the Victor 
Hugo and the National Building and Loan 
Associations, of which concerns Roth was 
Secretary. 

The affairs of both associations are in 
such a muddled condition the State Auditor 
has been appealed to. He is expected in 
Chicago in a day or two to examine the 
books and accounts of the societies. No ex- 
amination of either has yet been made, for 
the reason the books are locked up in the 
Masonic Temple safety vaults and cannot 
be taken out without the consent of Roth, 
or his legal representative. A rough esti- 
mate places the alleged shortage in the ac- 
counts of each association at $16,000. 

Roth had a considerable amount of prop- 
erty, and the directors of the building and 
loan associations hope they can get enough 
out of his estate to make good the alleged 
shortage. A committee of stockholders from 
each society met at the office of Wing, 
Chadbourne & Leach on Monday to talk 
over the condition of affairs and plan some 
method of action. 

They were assured everything would turn 
out all right if time were allowed for the 
appoiniment of a conservator to settle up 
Roth’s accounts. They were told Roth's 
property was appraised at $112,000, and 
there was a mortgage upon it of $48,000, 
After satisfaction of the mortgage there 
should be enough remaining-to clear up all 
Roth's indebtedness to the building and loan 
associations. 

The representatives of the associations 
agreed to the plan of having a conservator 
appointed, andthe petition asking this will 
be submitted r their approval before it 
goes to court. 

Mr. Chadbourne, one of the legal firm, said 
yesterday: 

‘I do not care to say anything about this 
matter at present further than that the as- 
sociations will not lose anything. I donot 
know the state of Mr. Roth's accounts. No 
careful examination of the books has yet 
been made. Mr. Roth.is an extremely sick 
man. He is insane, there is no question of 
that, and he has been removed to a sani- 
tarium out of the city.” 

S. J. Lumbard, attorney for the Victor 
Hiugo Building and Loan Association,»said: 

‘IT am confident the matter will be 
straightened out all right. It will take some 
time, but our stockholders will not lose a 
cent. As to the exact amount of shortage 
I do not know. The books are not in per- 
fectly good order, but it is not known just 
how much money has been misapplied. Mr. 
Roth's friends say he is insane. Several 
things look as if they had been managed by 
an insane man, that is all I can say about 
Rg 

Attorney John C. Hendricks, for the Na- 
tional Building and Loan Association, said: 

“There is some shortage on our books. 
Roth's attorneys say it is about $16,000, I 
believe. Well, I know every foot of his 
property, and I had competent real estate 
men pass upon its value. They valued it at 
not less than $112,000. There is a mortgage 
upon it of $48,000. But even if the property 
is not worth this valuation, there is enough 
to pay off the mortgage and the building as- 
sociations’ shortage also, I am confident. 
We shall not lose anything.” 


ANOTHER BUILDING BURNS IN TROY. 


No Additions Made to Monday's List 
of Killed and Injured. 

Troy, N. Y., Feb. 18.—While the firemen 
were yet at work on the fatal fire which 
broke: out last evening in the Burdett Build- 
ing they were summoned this afternoon to 
fight flames at Apollo Hall, one of the land- 
marks of the city. The hall was soon de- 
stroyed, and the flames spread to premises 
on the ground floor, including two saloons 
and a restaurant. The loss will reach $30,- 
OOO. The hall was the socialistic headquar- 
ters and was noted as a place of amusement. 

The dramatic incident of the day occurred 
about noon, when at No. 101 River street a 
member of the firm of Stettheimer & Co. be- 
gan calling the roll of employés to find the 
missing. Pale-faced women, nervous with 
the shock of last night, stood in rows. 

As the call proceeded the answers came 
readily, and there were looks of relief upon 
the faces. When the names of the dead 
women were reached, Mrs. Carroll, Mrs. 
Carr, and Mrs. Foley, there were sobs and 
tears. 

When the call was completed seven ab- 
sentees were noted and emissaries were sent 
out to find them, the apprehension in the 
meantime growing into a settled belief that 
they were in the building. By 5 o’clock to- 
nicht all had been found, and police and fire- 
men are alike in their wonder how the great 
mass of humanity escaped. It is now settled 
that there are no bodies in the ruins and that 
three were killed and fifteen injured. 

Insurance men limit the loss on the build- 
ing and contents to $100,000. The loss on 
the building alone is estimated at fully $40,- 
000, on which there is $27,500 insurance. 

St. Joseph, Mo., Feb. 18.—[Special.]—The 
Oxford sanitarium and Turkish bath-house 
was destroyed this afternoon by fire. A 
high wind assisted in the work of devasta- 
tion. The burning house had several occu- 
pants at the time the fire broke out. Among 
these was John Silvey, a Chicago traveling 
man, who was helpless in bed. With great 
difficulty he was rescued from the flames, 
carried to a cab, and driven to the Pacific 
House. This feature of the fira created 
the wildest excitement, and the hundreds 
of women who gathered around the scene 
screamed and wept. They imagined that 
several human beings were perishing in the 


ames. The loss is $50,000. : 
Te aeent. Ind., Feb. 18.—The tobacco fac- 
tory in this city, owned by A. C. Tompkins & 
Co.. burned last night. The building con- 
tained 700,000 pounds of tobacco. Loss, 
$50,000; insurance, $30,000.

Marie F. King. Mrs. King was in Fargo at 
the time the Hirschfield case was tried, and 
was one of Aaron's principal sympathizers.

TO TAKE PRISONERS TO COVINGTON. 


Gov. Bushnell Signs the Requisition in 
Pearl Bryan Case. 

Cincinnati, O., Feb. 18.—Sheriff Jule Plum- 
mer of Campbell County, Ky., reached here 
tonight with a requisition, approved by Gov. 
Bushnell, for the extradition of the accused 
prisoners in the Pearl Bryan murder, Jack- 
son and Walling. The proceedings agreed 
upon are that the prisoners shall be brought 
into the police court on Feb. 27, where the 
requisition will be presented by Sheriff Arch- 
ibald of Hamilton County, whe will take the 
prisoners to a court of competent jurisdic- 
tion, either the Common Pleas, the Circuit 
Court, or the Supreme Court. It is most 
likely it will be brought to the Circuit Court. 
After that there can be no delay, except by 
habeas corpus. 

It is not likely this will be resorted to in 
the present state of public feeling. Such a 
procedure would make a delay possible by 
means of appeals all the way from the Com- 
mon Pleas to the Supreme Court. The pris- 
oners will be taken to the Covington jail, 
one of the strongest jails in the State of 
Kentucky. 

Chief of Detectives Larry Hazen made a 
careful examination of the negro, George H. 
Jackson. The questions and answers were 
taken down by a shorthand writer. The re- 
markable thing about it is its perfect cor- 
respondence with the stories he has told pre- 
viously. He has stood triumphantly every 
test of cross-examination. 

The theory is now that the girl was 
knocked in the head, killed, and that the in- 
tention was to kill the negro and leave him 
with a pistol in his hand. 

Owing to an incendiary advertisement call- 
ing for 1,000 men at Court and Sycamore 
streets at 8:30 this morning, ‘ ready for 
work,”’ there was a well-founded apprehen- 
sion that a mob was to be gathered to lynch 
Jackson and Walling when on their way 
from the jail to the police court. Court and 
Sycamore is the jail location and the pris- 
oners were to be taken to the police court at 
8:30 this morning. A crowd did assemble, 
but a heavy relay of police was found there 
and no concentration was permitted. 


CHAIRMAN NEWELL DEFEATED AGAIN 


Hammond Council Will Not Accept

JACKSON STREET FOR SALE. 

Monday night the Council had before it 
an ordinance giving the West Park Com- 
missioners the control of Jackson strect 
from Halsted street to the South Branch. 
It was supported by a petition of persons 
owning more than half the frontage who 
do not want their street stolen from them 
by a railway company. They want to pre- 
serve the only thoroughfare on which it is 
possible to drive with safety from the West 
to the South Division. ‘They wish to retain 
the only tie which unites the park systems 
with the exception of the remote boule- 
vards. 
Notwithstanding the desire of the prop- 
erty-owners that the street should be put 
out of harm’s way, twenty-eight Aldermen 
voted against the ordinance and only twen- 
ty-eight for it, while thirty-five votes, or a 
majority of the Aldermen, are required. 
So it may be taken for granted that the 
boulevard project has fallen through. 
Various reasons were given by the Al- 
dermen for defeating the ordinance. The 
real one with most, but not mentioned, was 
that Jackson street is for sale. To boule- 
vard the street would be to take it out of the 
market and put an end to a chance of mak- 
ing a very profitable trade. 
Anelectric street railway company, which 
desires to enter into competition with the 
West Side one, is anxious to get a right of 
way on Jackson street. The latter com- 
pany is not desirous to get the franchise 
itself, but does not want to see it in un- 
friendly hands. There are Aldermen who 
hope that sooner than see a rival get the 
franchise it will make a bid for it itself, 
Whoever has the longest pole will get the 
persimmons.

THe TRIBUNE is not so sure of this, 
and has but little confidence in the Sen- 
ator’s optimistic view of this question. 
Suppose that in the negotiations for a set- 
tlement Great Britain should decline arbi- 
tration and calmly ignore our Monroe doc- 
trine! What could we doaboutit? Again, 
what is the use of announcing that the gov- 
ernment will resist the encroachments of 
foreign powers when it has nothing with 
which to resist them? If we had a suffi- 
cient number of monitors, battleships, and 
torpedo boats, of strong fortifications, and 
long range high power guns this would bea 
sure guaranty of peace, since no foreign 
power would dare then to make encroach- 
ments. As matters stand now, and until 
this dawdling, criminally careless, and 
reckless Congress does something to 
strengthen the navy and defend our sea- 
coast cities, the less we talk about enforcing 
the Monroe doctrine and resisting foreign 
encroachments the better it will beforus. At 
present we are inviting attack by our help- 
lessness. If we are not attacked it will be 
entirely due to the toleration of the Eu- 
ropean powers. Senator Davis’ speech 
wonld have been more to the point had he 
advocated placing the government in a po- 
sition where it can both talk back and strike 
back. Then we should have peace. 


THE CLOTHING CUTTERS’ STRIKE. 

The trouble between the union clothing 
cutters of this city and their employers may 
be defined as the result of a determination 
on the part of the latter to pay according 
to work performed, and not at the rate of 
so much per hour or day without any refer- 
ence to the ability of each individual em- 
ployé. In oth®r words, it involves a funda- 
mental principle of trades unionism, though 
the average toiler would deem it extremely 
unfair to be forced to make his purchases 
on the same plan. 

According to the statements made the 
union rules prescribe, at least for some of 
the shops, a minimum rate of wages, $20 
per week, and a maximum quantity of 
work, the cutting of fourteen suits of cloth- 
ing. The manufacturers say the compe- 
tent cutter.can turn out twenty or more 
suits per day and is worthe$22 per week, 
while some workmen are so poor that they 
earn only about $15 per week at the same 
rate per suit. They claim the right to pay 
each worker according to the value of the 
services rendered by him. The toilers ob- 
ject that this would be a virtual introduc- 
tion of the piece system and say they never 
will submit to it. They hold that when the 
union fixes on $20 per week as the price of a 
man’s work he earns that amount of money, 
more than earns it if he cuts fourteen suits 
per day, and does not cause loss to his em- 
plover if he cuts less than that maximum. 
There are said to be about 1,000 cutters in 
Chicago, 90 or 95 per cent of whom are 
members of the union. Their walking out 
would entail foreed idleness upon 5,000 
others who find employment in making up 
and finishing the ready-made clothing. 

Of course, the struggle is understood by 
both parties to be one for reduction or main- 
tenance of the prices now paid for doing the 
work. The employers probably would re- 
fuse, in the event of carrying their point, to 
pay more than $20 per week to the really 
good workman, and would pay to many of 
their hands much less than that. So the 
toilers are vitally interested in the question, 
but it cannot be denied that their cardinal 
rule has a false foundation, or that its en- 
forcement tends to make it exceedingly diffi- 
cult for the slow worker to obtain employ- 
ment atall. What would they think of the 
justice of a rule that all the suits of clothes 
turned out from the factories must be sold 
at the same price, with the result that some 
workingmen had to pay much more than the 
clothing was worth, while others got a bar- 
gain for their money? How would. they 
like to have the butcher charge so much per 
pound for all the meat he has to sell? Do 


_they suppose it possible that the clothing 


merchant, the butcher, and all other trades- 
men could do business on such a plan with 
satisfaction to themselves or their custom-. 
ers? Yet this is substantially the trades 
union plan of paying each man the same 
Sum per week, no matter what may be the 
difference in quantity or quality of the work. 


THE OLD WAY THE BEST. 

The ordinance requiring the street cars 
corner has proved such an inconvenience 
that the repeal produces a sense of relief. 
There are special reasons why the new rule 
could never work well in Chicago. It is 
difficult, inconyenient, and dangerous fora 
street car to stop on the incline as it 
emergés from a tunnel, or before turning a 
sharp curve, or before passing a point where 
two cables cross; and fully one-half of the. 
stops made in the heart of the city woulds 
be of this kind under the new rule. It is 


true they were made exceptions to the rule, 


but the result of that was an utter uncer- 
tainty and confusion as to the corner on 
which the stop would be made. In short, 
there was no rule about it. 

Apart from this, people are by no means 
agreed that the new rule was an improve- 
ment. It has been foundthat when a street 
car has stopped on the nearer eorner every 
one is afraid to walk in front of it, and pre- 
fer to wait until it has started again and 
gone past. Then under the new rule one 
seemed always to get out in the middle of 
the block, where the mud is the deepest and 
there is no crossing. On the whole the new 
rule was a nuisance and the people will be 
glad to get back to the good old way.

POWER FROM OCEAN WAVES. 

An Eastern inventor has experimented 
successfully with a device for obtaining 
motive power from the ocean itself and the 
movement ofthe air. His device isa swing- 
ing apartment inside the boat. In a vessel 
of 3,000 tons burden this occupies one-third 
of the interior, holds one-third of the cargo, 
and is made of steel, being hung on trun- 
nions in such a way that it meets every mo- 
tion of the waves. At each rock of the ship, 
whether pitching or oscillating, the swinging 
portion of the cargo acts upon air com- 
pressors, the condensed air is conveyed into 
an ordinary upright boiler, and thence 
passes to an engine which drives the screws 
or propellers. The cargo thus provides a 
part or the whole of the motive power need- 
ed to transport it, and when the vessel does 
not contain a cargo the compartment is 
filled with water. The inventor does not 
claim that his scheme is available for use 
by ocean greyhounds, but says it would be 
valuable for the slower Atlantic steamers 
and coasters, as the cost of fuel would be 
reduced to the minimum in the running of 
a freight steamer. It would not need to go 
into a coaling station, little fuel would have 


to be carried, and the services of an en- 


gineer could be dispensed with, as a com- 
mon seaman could manage the new power. 
In the absence of arrangements for storing 
the compressed air, towing would be neces- 
sary in smooth water. 

_ The invention has been applied to other 

| uses,. It was shown at a recent trial that 
the force thus obtained can be utilized to 
run a dynamo, to light the boat by electrici- 


‘ 


| ly the power obtained in this manner will be 
valuable or not according to the cost of the 
apparatus and the loss of room per unit of 
available force developed. It is easy to 
understand that a slight swing would give 
little power but it is a grave question how 
much a heavy roll would endanger the safe- 
ty of the vessel and the lives of all on board. 
It may be these points have been taken into 
consideration, but it is also possible they 
will present practical difficulties for which 
sufficieny allowance has net been made by 
the ingenious inventor. 


THE NEW “LIGHT” ON SCIENCE. 


The mysterious “ X ray ” of light is being 
studied to good purpose by investigators 
on both sides of the Atlantic and already 
has been put to practical use. In Chicago 
it has revealed the exact position of a buck- 
shot buried among the bones of a hand, and 
in another city that of a needle in the stom- 
ach, followed by the speedy removal of 
each. In New York it is reported to have 
shown the expansions and contractions of 
the heart and the movement of the works 
of a watch. 

Edison has been at work with the “X 
rays’ for several days, and is claimed to 
have made an important discovery, appar- 
ently by accident. He had hoped for new 
results from the substitution of aluminum 
disks as electrodes in the fluidescent tubes 
made by himself. When these electrodes 
were removed they were found to be as hard 
as steel by being subjected to the high volt- 
age of 250,000 used in producing the blue 
efflorescence desired. The disks retained 
their small specifie gravity, but stood all 
the tests needed to show that they could 
stand as much as steel. 

Here is an jmportant discovery. The 
fact that the production of aluminum is far 
more costly than that of an equal weight 
of steel will not stand in the way of the ap- 
plication of the former to a great variety 
of uses in which lightness of weight in com- 
parison with strength and hardness is of 
great importance. The lessening by a con- 
siderable percentage of the dead weight to 
be carried on the ocean or moved by ma- 
chinery would effect a corresponding sav- 
ing in current expense, the capitalization 
of which might amount to more than the 
present difference in prime cost of the mate- 
rial. But no one can say that the difference 
will not soon vanish. Aluminum is the 
metallic base of clay, which is the most 
abundant of all the earths and is “ dirt 
cheap.” It should be possible to obtain 
iluminum from the clay at as little cost as 
steel or even pig iron from the ore, when 
people once know how to do it, and the 
secret may stumbled upon any day. 
That being accomplished, we shall have a 
revolution indeed, 

Edison, it is said, will try to ascer- 
tain if the rays can be sent over a tele- 
phone wire, which might lead up to the con-

| struction of an apparatus for sending pict- 


ures by telegraph. It is said he has dis- 
covered that the penetrability of the “ X’ 
rays ”’ is not affected by any of the primary 
colors, All this may prove to be but the 
first gropings which not only will reveal 
the existence of a new field of scientific 
knowledge, but dissipate the darkness that 
now enshrouds some of the basic principles 
of action in the world of physics. What 
if it should discover the formation of 
molecules in chemistry, the building up of 
cells in plant and animal organisms, and 
the impetus under which the latter segre- 
gate to constitute the individual? What 
if it should indicate to us enough of the 
causes of disassociation of those molecules 
and cells to enable us to control the cura- 
tive processes and to prolong life? If the 
new study does unlock these and kindred 
mysteries it will be a genuine revelation. 


PREACHERS AND CITY POLITICS. 

Those Chicago clergymen who had a con- 
ference day before yesterday with repre- 
sentatives*of the Civie Federation in ref- 
erence to the approaching election acted 
wisely in declaring against the formation 
of any church party to act in city polities. 
Such action, if takén, would provoke un- 
friendly comment and would not help the 
cause of reform. 

The unorganized coiperation of the min- 
isters and churches will accomplish far 
more than organized coiperation. The 
more that ministers say in their pulpits and 
elsewhere about the need of good govern- 
ment and about its being the duty of every 
man to go to the polls and vote for the best 
candidates the better will it be for the 
eommunity. The result of that hammering 
away will be to induce many who have 
neglected their political dutieg hitherto to 
attend to them. é ) 

Church members are supposed to read the 
papers and know what is going on. - They 
know, no doubt, who the best candidates 
are, and if they go to the polls at all will 
vote for them. It is not necessary, there- 
fore, for their ministers to tell them for 
whom they should vote. There has been 
and always will be a prejudice against 
clerical participation in the detaiis of pol- 
itics, and+it is best to respect it. 

Nor will it help an Aldermanic candidate 
auy if he is or is believed to be backed by 
some religious organization. His opponent 
may belong to no church and may raise a 
ery of * priestly domination.” He may be- 
long to some other church and may claim 
that the fight against him is made on that 
ground. 

There are organizations which some or 
all the members of a congregation can work 
with to secure the election of better men. 
That will do more good than if they form 
an .organization of their own. But the 
main thing for them to do—and it requires 
very little labor—is to go to the polls next 
April and vote for the best men.

THE Dominion Government ts going to ask 
Parliament to vote fhree million dollars for 
purposes of national defense. The imperial 
government is going to supply twenty-eight 
rifled guns of heavy caliber, charging the 
Dominion the bare cost of manufacture. 
These guns will be placed at different points 
between Three Rivers and Hamilton. In- 
structors from the British Royal Artillery 
will be sent over to drill men in their use. 
The revenue of the Canadian Government 
is a little less than 40 millions a year. That 
of the United States, even under a Demo- 
cratic administration and Democratic laws, 
is a little over 300 millions a year. Yet, 
while Canada is going to appropriate for 
boundary defense purposes almost a thir- 
teenth part of the year’s revenues, Congress 
will not appropriate for a similar purpose 
even one-thirtieth of the revenues of the 
United States for one year. Even though 
she has England to defend her, Canada is 
adopting precautionary measures, while the 
United States is doing nothing. It makes 
no guns and builds no forts to protect a de- 
fenseless frontier.

Cost of the Kiel Canal. 

A definite official statement of the cost of 
that great engineering work, the Kiel Canal, 
shows the reaching point to have been some 
$29,000,000. It is about 61 miles long, 20 feet 
deep at dead low water, and 229 feet wide, in 
numerous places the width increasing to 
some 428 feet, to allow the largest vessels to 
pass each other, and work will be continued 
until vessels of any depth can pass at low 
water. The embankment is stone lined toa 
depth of six feet below the water, and the 
locks at the North Sea end of the canal are 
said to be the largest in the world, with the 
exception of that at Bremerhaven. Two 
bridges span it at a height of 137 feet above 
the water, and there are also six opening 
bridges and sixteen ferries.

Iambert Tree Brings Suit Against M. 
C. MeDonald for 835,000. 

Ex-Judge Lambert Tree is the plaintiff 
and Michael C. McDonald the defendantina 
case which came to trial yesterday in Judge 
Burke's court. The suit grows out of the 
lease of the ground occupied by the Garfield 
race track on the West Side. 

Mr. Tree is the owner of the ground, eighty 
acres, and in 1891 he leased it to the Garfield 
Racing Association. The leasé was to run 
from June, 1891, to Feb. 28, 1895, and the 
rental was $15,000 for the first year, $20,000 
for the second year, and $25,000 a year for 
the remainder of the period. 

The rent was paid up to the time when the 
track was closed and after that Landlord 
Tree received nothing. The suit is for $35,000, 
or the amount due on the lease up to the time 
the suit was begun, early in 1894. 

McDonald is sued for the rent for the rea- 
son he guaranteed the payment. 

McDonald’s defense will be the same as 
was offered by Condon, J. H. Hildreth, and 
James A. Webb of the Roby Association. 
Their defense was the money was to be used 
in gambling, and the note was therefore void, 
but the jury decided against them.

ADVANCE GUARD OF SOUTHERN DEL- 
EGATES ARRIVES. 


Men Prominently Connected with the 
Atlanta Exposition Speak Enthusi- 
astically of the Projected Exposi- 
tion Here—Say It Will Solve Freight 
Rate Problems and Divert Trade 
Currents to Chicago—150 More to 
Arrive Thik Morning. 


A special car, bearing several of the men 
who made the Atlanta Exposition great, 
came into Chicago from the South yesterday. 
It was the advance guard of the delegates 
who will codperate with the business-men 
of this city to develop the Chicago and 
Southern States Exposition. One hundred 
and fifty others from “‘ Dixie” are expected 
to arrive at 7:45 o’clock this morning. 

In this party were Charles A. Collier, Pres- 
ident of the Atlanta exposition, to whom, 
more than any man, the Southerners give 
credit for the success of that.enterprise, and 
ex-Senator Patrick Walsh of Augusta, who 
was one of the first advocates of this new 
project. Ex-Gov. Bullock of Georgia, who 
is along, is one of the most enthusiastic ad- 
vocates for strengthening intimate trade re« 
lations between the sections. 

Eight of those here came from Augusta, 
and the influence of Senator Walsh's city, 
it is claimed, will be felt in this movement, 
not second even to Atlanta. The personne! 
of this delegation indicates the kind of men 
the South is sending to Chicago on the mis- 
sion of promoting trade interests between 
West and South. . 


Are Substantial Men. 

Senator Walsh is a newspaper proprietor 
and editor. J. P. Verdery is a cotton man- 
ufacturer. P. G. Burum is President of the 
Augusta Commercial Bank. D. B. Dyer— 
whose father, a Chicagoan, owned a farm 
below Sixteenth street between State 
Street and the lake—is President of 
the Augusta Electric Railway and Elec- 
tric Light company.

The States which have been slow 
in the past are now more anxious than the 
others to show what they have in them and 
can do. Thus the South is a unit for this 
enterprise.

We have gcods 
to sell and we don’t know of a better place 
to come and advertise them than in the 
second largest business center in the United 
States, which reciprocally produces almost 
everything we have to purchase. If we in 
the South can start the wheels of trade— 
éxchange—turning we will swap your goods 
for ours and forget all about gold deficits 
and free silver. And between us we will 
pocket the commissions we have been ac- 
eustomed to divide between New York and 
New England. So we are here to talk busi- 
ness, and will listen to whatever Chicagoans 
have to say. Then we will go to work to- 
gether and bring about a new era of com- 
mercial relations.”

' El Paso, Tex., Feb. 18.—[{Special.]—There 
seems to be no remaining doubt that Bob 
¥itzsimmons and Peter Maher will get into 
the ring on Friday next to contest the much 
advertised contest for the world’s heavy- 
weight championship. At the same time, 
Fitzsimmons professes to believe that Ma- 
her will not appear. This morning he offered 
to bet Tom O’ Rourke $100 that the big Celt 
would not fight. O’Rourke put up the 
money, but Bob backed out. 

The spot selected for the ring is still a 
mystery. Mr. Rector, the kinetoscope man, 
said this morning he had no idea where the 
fight would be held. “‘ This postponement 
has upset all of Stuart's plans,’’ said he. 
+‘ The locality formerly selected for the bat- 

- tie has been changed, and as matters stand 
at present I am as much in the dark asany- 
bedy.”’ 

Those who oppose the fight appear to have 
exhausted all their artillery and are resting 
on their oars. The Mexican soldiers have 
disappeared, the Rangers are at rest, and all 
is quiet along the Rio Grande. 


Spies Are Watching. 


The spies hired by the ministers are still 
watching around headquarters, with no 
6ther result than to be liberally supplied with 
false tips, which they supply to the rangers 
und others.

Bob says he 
likes the hills on his bicycle; they greatly 
improve his wind and are the greatest exer- 
cise in the world for ene’s legs. At3 o'clock 
this afternoon he put in a half hour punch- 
ing the bag, twenty minutes wrestling with 
Stenzler, and ten minutes jumping the rope, 
and a thorough rubbing-down completed the 
day’s work.

MEETS IN EXTRA SESSION. 


WISCONSIN LEGISLATURE TO REAP- 
PORTION THE STATE, 


to Keep Strictly Within Constitua- 
tional Limits—Joint Committee of 
Twenty Is Appointed to Draft the 
New Measure—Ohio Congressmen 
Injure McKinley’s Chances in the 
South—Other Political News. 

Madison, Wis.,. Feb. 18.—[Special.]—The 
Wiseonsin Legislature convened in extraor- 
dinary session at noon today for the purpose 
of reapportioning the Senate and Assembly 
districts of the State. 

After election of officers who served dur- 
ing the regular session of the Legislature a 
year ago the following communication from 
Gov. Upham was read in both Houses: 

‘State of Wisconsin, Executive Office—To 
the Honorable .the Legislature: You have 
been called to meet in special session for the 
purpose of apportioning the State into Senate 
and Assembly districts on the basis of the 
State census taken for that purpose in 1895. 
Your honorable body in its regular session 
of last year adopted a resolution, known as 
Joint Resolution No. 10, providing for the ap- 
pointment of acommittee madeupof members 
of both Houses, from both political parties, 
to prepare within sixty days from the date 
of the promulgation of the new census billa 
bill apportioning and districting anew the 
members of the Senate and Assembly and de- 
posit the same with the Governor. Thisres- 
olution made it the duty of the Governor to 
submit to the next session of the Legislature, 
whether the same be a regular or extraor- 
dinary session, the work of your committee, 
and in compliance with these directions I 
hereby submit the bill prepared, together 
with the majority and minority reports, as 
deposited with me. 

‘In carrying out the direction of your hon- 
orable body, I deem it not improper to call 
your attention to the great importance of 
the work which now devolves upon you. No 
duty which a legislative body is called upon 
to perform should be freer from a taint of 
partisanism than redistricting the State 
into Senate and Assembly districts, nor 
should personal ambition or desire be allowed 
to vary your work from the line of strict 
fairness and: constitutional requirements. 
The State Constitution clearly defines the 
true principle of apportionment, and if any 
doubt existed at any time as to the proper 
construction of its provisions its interpreta- 
tion by our Supreme Court is clear enough 
to remove that doubt. 

‘‘ No measure which does not comply strict- 
ly with the constitutional requirements 
should be allowed to* become a law. This 
special session should be as brief as is con- 
sistent with an earnest and intelligent con- 
sideration of the measures which shall come 
before you.”’ 

A supplemental message was also read. 
It stated simply that certain alterations in 
the committee’s scheme of apportionment 
had been filed with the Governor since the 
original report was made. 

Then according to caucus agreement it 
was decided by each House to create a joint 
committee of twenty, to which were referred 
all the matters pertaining to a reappor- 
tionment. Of this committee thirteen are 
from the House and seven from the Senate. 

The House members are: J. G. Lamber- 


B. Treat, Cyrus C. Yawkey, Herman Rosen- 
kranz, HermanSchellenberg, Henry P. Bene- 
R. Stillman, George W. Taylor, Robert 
Plisch, and Frank E. Hurd. s 

J. G. Conway was first named, but he said 
he would be too busy with court work to sit 
with the committee much, so Rosenkranz 
was selected in his stead.

This joint committee is now at work ar- 
ranging a new apportionment and will not 
be ready to report for a day or two. It is 
understood J. A. Turner’s bill will be fol- 
lewed in some measure in regard to As- 
sembly districts, but the arrangement of the 
Senatorial districts will be altogether differ- 
ent. In this feature of the apportionment 
county lines will be broken.

MWKINLEY INJURED IN THE HOUSE. 


Vote of Ohio Men in the House Elec- 
tions Did It. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 18.—[{Special.]— 
Reports received here from the Southern 
States are regarded as particularly favor- 
able to the candidates against McKinley. 
When the campaign began in earnest last 
fall it looked as if the Ohio man would capt- 
ure about everything in sight south of Mason 
and Dixon’s line. Since that time, however, 
there has.been a distinct advance not only 
by Reed, but by Allison and Morton. as well, 
and the prediction is freely made by political 
prophets in Congress that the South will be 
strongly split up at St. Louis. 

When the House of Representatives was 
organized the first week in December the 
Ohio delegation threw their weight with 
what they called the “* hog combine,’’ as op- 
posed to Gen. Henderson of Illinois, who was 
seeking the clerkship. The Ohio men held 
the key to the situation and sold out fora 
small mess of pottage, including one of the 
reading clerks, the Postmaster, and a few 
unimportant minor offices. In doing this 
they not only antagonized all the Illinois 
men, including the personal friends of Gen. 
Henderson, but they also accomplished the 
defeat of Tipton of Tennessee, a Republican 
editor who was seeking the position of door- 
keeper. 

The Ohio men were warned at the time 
that the result would be to destroy the Mc- 
Kinley influence in Illinois and Tennessee. 
Recent reports from Tennessee indicate that 
Reed is making progress in that State and 
the most powerful argument has been the 
fact that the MaKinley men in the House 
combined to kill off the Tennessee candidate 
for one of the most honorable positions im 
the gift of Congress. Representative Mc- 
Call and others have been making a vigorous 
fight for Reed and it is now said the man 
from Maine will secure a good slice of the 
delegation. There are four Republicans in 
the House from Tennessee, and, as they gave 
the Ohio men warning at the time, they are 
a doing all in their power to beat McKin- 

ey. 

Several colored Republicans: from the 
South have been in Washington within the 
last few days and they report that among 
their people there is a growing sentiment 
for the nomination of Senator Allison, with 
an Eastern man at the bottom of the ticket. 
-That man, it is said, is to be Gen. Anson G. 
McCook of New York, who has a brilliant 
army record, besides being locally available. 
Two or three colored leaders who expect to 
be in St. Louis, not as delegates, but as out- 
side workers among their race, say that this 
ticket is being talked of extensively among 
the colored Republicans of the South. 

The understanding has been that if Allison 
developed sufficient strength to get toward 
the head of the list an effective combination 
would be made with Gov. Morton, or, failing 
in that, with Hobart of New Jersey, who has 
been brought out asa Vice-Presidential can- 
didate by the leaders of his State. 

Several political managers who were talked 
with on the new suggestion admitted that 
McCook’s name had undoubtedly been un- 
der consideration and that it might be 
brought forward in case of the nomination 
for first place of either Allison, McKinley, 
Manderson, or Davis. 

Some of the political managers of the 
other candidates say McKinley is now prac- 
tically deprived pf any successful combina- 
tion for second place, because as Reed has 
New England,: Morton New York, Quay 
Pennsylvania, and the New Jerseyites are 
already tied up with Allison, there is no 
Eastern man for McKinley to pick upasa 
running mate without going into the camp of 
his avowed enemies.

M’KINLEY RALLY AT LINCOLN, NEB. 


State Is Divided and Senator Mander- 
son Will Fight. ; 

Lincoln, Neb., Feb. 18.—{Special.]—At the 
McKinley rally tonight there was tumultu- 
ous enthusiasm. It is, however, openly con- 
fessed by the Republican leaders in the State 
that this attempt to landslide Nebraska Is 
the beginning of a prolonged fight within 
the party, which will end in the defeat of 
the attempt to instruct the Nebraska dele- 
gation for William McKinley and against 
ex-Senator Charles F. Manderson. 

The old soldier element is an important 
annex to Nebraska Republicanism, and al- 
ready there are heard murmurs of dissatis- 
faction at the alleged attempt of Senator 
Thurston to deliver the goods, which every 
one believes he has promised McKinley. A 
prominent officer in the Grand Army of the 
Republic said today: ‘‘ This is a machine- 
made boom, the object 6f which is to attach 
Senator Thurston as Vice-President to the 
tail of McKinley’s kite.’”” Continuing, he 
said: “Comparing the military records of 
Manderson and McKinley, the former's is 
far and away ahead of the latter’s.”’ 

Both enlisted in Ohio regiments and at 
about the same time, Manderson in the 
Nineteenth and McKinley in the Twenty- 
third Regiment of infantry. McKinley rose 
to the rank of Major and was early attached 
to some General as a staff officer. Man- 
derson went to the front, fought his way 
upward, and came out of the wara Brign- 
dier-General. His political standing is 
equally as high and honorable, having 
served as acting Vice-President. 

‘Senator Thurston has no right to de- 
mand adherence to McKinley as a test of 
party loyalty, and that is just what this 
meeting signifies tonight.”” Omaha is for 
Manderson, Lincoln for McKinley. This is 
the situation at present, and it is in Omaha 
that the battle for control of the delegation 
will be fought April 15, when the convention 
meets to elect delegates to St. Louis, The 
McKinleyites have the start in the race. 
For months petitions have been flying over 
the State asking the convention to instruct 
the delegation for McKinley. These peti- 
tions, under the party whip, have been nu- 
merously signed. Now there are signs of 
revolt. 

Gen. Manderson has announced his candi- 
dacy through the Chairman of the Repub- 
lican State Central committee, Congressman 
Hainer, and now says he is in the hands of 
his friends. Although there were a number 
of other speakers, the principal address was 
made by Senator Thurston. Ex-Gov. 
Thayer said that the meeting had 
been called to organize a State Mce- 
Kinley club. The preamble and constitution 
were read. The preamble freely admitted 
the object of the organization was to secure 
an instructed delegation from Nebraska for 
William McKinley. .This constitution was 
adopted .with enthusiasm, and a committee 
appointed to select officers. 

Senator Thurston directed attention to the 
replies received from a number of counties in 
Nebraska by THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE in ans- 
wer to questions regarding Presidential pref- 
erences. This, he claimed, was an unanswer- 
able argument against the candidacy of any 
other man or favorite son. 

Senator Thurston in his address boldly 
announced that he had been commissioned 
by McKinley’s Ohio managers to open the 
campaign for him in Nebraska. 
had come here for that purpose, and was not 
afraid to say so,- but he wished no one to 
believe he would work against a favorite 
son, if the State should produce one. For 
two years he had watched the people in 
search of their political preferences and he 
was prepared to say that they were for 
William McKinley by a large majority. 

Senator Thurston assailed the candidacy 
of Gov. Morton of New York, and said the 
Quay movemem in Pennsylvania was part 
of'a great conspiracy to defeat the nomina- 
tion of McKinley. He said there was a 
movement in this country to place the polit- 
ical bosses in power. The bosses had de- 
feated Blaine’s nomination at one time, and 
they would attempt to defeat McKinley. 

Still he was not prepared to say he was in 
favor of an instructed delegation. He said he 
should go back to his duties at Washington, 
but wished to be assured that he was leav- 
ing a fair field -where the Voice of the rank 
and file of Republicans would be heard. 

Senator Thurston completely ignored Gen. 
Manderson’s candidacy by stating that he 
wished to speak candidly and would say that 
there were but three real camlidates for 
President before the people—Allison, Reed, 
and McKinley. The speaker said that Ne- 
braska owed its delegation to McKinley, be- 
cause in the campaign of 1894 McKinley had 
come to the State and brought inspiration to 
Republican voters; until McKinley had 
come victory seemed.well nigh hopeless, and 
they owed hima debt which would be paid at 
St. Louis.

Spear has been found not guilty 
of tie charge as made. Mr. Hazlett, the 
Deniocratic member, dissents, and will prob- 
ably submit a minority report recommending 
the expulsion of the member, not on the 
ground he has been found guilty of any 
crime, but as guilty of conduct unbecom- 
ing a member of the General Assembly. The

The Congressional primaries of the Fourth 
Congressional District, will be called as soon 
as D. W. Mills returns from California.

IN THE LAKE-FRONT CONTROVERSY. 


John H. Hamline Closes and Mr. Ayer 
Opens His Argument. 

John H. Hamline began his second argu- 
ment on the Lake-Front controversy yester- 
day morning. He pointed out the measure- 
ments noted the day before, which were 
taken in February and at a time when the 
water in the lake was two and a half feet 
lower than the regular stage. 

‘** There was absolutely no excuse for the 
construction of the breakwater of 1870 from 
Twelfth street to Fourteenth street,’’ said 
Mr. Hamline, ‘‘ or for the construction of 
the breakwater of 1882 from Fourteenth to 
Sixteenth street. It is the railroad’s fault 
if it did not see fit to keep the breakwater 
in repair. That portion of this same break- 
water which runs between Park row and 
Randolph street has been Kept in repair and 
just as effectually protects the company’s 
tracks and property as it did when it was 
built in 1853.’’ 

Resuming his line of argument with refer- 
ence to the filling around Sixteenth street 
Mr. Hamline asserted that it was the boldest 
effort at purloining the State’s property. 
‘‘ No sooner was the slip built than it started 
to fill it up. Its sole object was to make 
land,’ he declared. 

Benjamin F. Ayer, for the Illinois Cenfral 
railway, took up the opening of his side of 
the case an hour before the edjournment of 
the court. He devoted his introductory re- 
marks to tracing a history of the Lllinois 
Central railroad with special reference to the 
matter at issue.

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WANTS NO “L” ROADS. 
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CHARLES T. YERKES NOT AFTER 
METROPOLITAN AND ALLEY, 


No Immediate Prospect of a Consolida- 
tion of Elevated Roads, According 
to the Street Car Magnate—Will Not 
Build Loop on Harrison Street— 
Linseed Oil Oppesition Said to Be 
Ended—New Government Bonds Ke- 
ceived—Lake Street Litigation. 

Charles T. Yerkes returned from New 
York yesterday with a denial of the story 
that he was to obtain control of the Metro- 
politan “lL” andtheAlley * L”’ roads. Mr.

When the bondholders’ 
committee get together and decide upon 
some future course of action then he thought 
it might be time to consider the future of 
the property. 

Mr. Yerkes Talks of Union Loop. 

The Union loop is no further advanced, so 
far as plans for the south line go, than it was 
some time ago.

Although no advance 
in rates has been made by the inter-State, 
or, as they are better known, the cross lines, 
and the discrimination, so long practiced 
against Chicago on business to Central and 
Western Illinois points, continues to exist, 
yet the conclusion was reached by the Illi- 
nois roads to make no reduction in rates 
to the above named points at present. 

It is claimed by the roads the present 
tariff rates between Illinois points are those 
established by the Illinois Railroad and 
Warehouse Commissioners about a year ago, 
and which were put in effect under protest 
an the ground they were too low and left 
no margin of profit. The reduction in the 
vates to Southern Illinois points, they say, 
removes the most serious discrimination 
against Chicago merchants. But to Central 
and interior Illinois points they claim the 
discrimination against Chicago is trifling and 
therefore cannot see the necessity of re- 
ducing the rates below present tariff.

GET WORK FOR WORTHY POOR. 


Police Department Is Assisting by 
Taking a Census of the Occupants 
of Such Places and of Those Ac- 

 eommodated at the Stations—Gra- 

ham Taylor, Who Has Had Experi- 
ence in This Line in London and 
New York, Placed in Charge. 

“There is no foundation for the story 
printed in a Democratic paper the police 
have been instructed to round up lodging- 
heuse voters for the Republican or any other 
party,” said Chief of Police Badenoch yes- 
terday when asked about the matter. Act- 
ing under instruction from headquarters the 
police are taking a census of the lodging- 
houses and their occupants, but for an en- 
tirely non-political purpose. 

The Civic Federation has a subcommittee 
en Lodging-Houses, of which Graham Tay- 
lor is Chairman, which seeks to help the 
worthy poor who seek these places as well 
as the police stations for shelter. More than 
a month ago Mr. Taylor requested Chief 
Fadenoch to have the police furnish him 
certain information. At that time Mr. 
Padenoch was in California, so nothing was 
done until he returned. Mr. Taylor wished 
to know how many lodging-houses there are 
and where located, name and address of the 
proprietors, capacity and price, average 
number. of lodgers accommodated each 
night during winter months, sanitary condi- 
tion, whether liquor is sold on the premises, 
also the number of lodgers taken care of 
in police stations, 

When the chief came home a few days 
ago the letter of Mr. Taylor was “laid before 
him. He referred it to Assistant Chief Ross, 
who instructed Precinct Captains to get the 
information. The object is to assist worthy 
lodgers to get work. Mr. Taylor is an ex- 
pert in this business, having had years of 
experience in London and New York. He 
was brought to Chicago by the federation 
and placed in charge of the work here. He 
has established ‘‘ Chicago Commons,” No. 
140 North Union street.
